PROGRESS OF THE MEASURE.—LATEST ACCOUNT. 
Two o'clock, Salurday Morning, 

Tne House of Commons last night made some amends for the de- 
lay of the Corn Bill during the week. ‘The whole of the amendments 
were Gisposed of without a division, and resolutions affirming the 
several duties on corn were passed. ‘The report of the committee 
will be brought up on Monday night, when the bill will be read a 
first time. It is proposed to read it a second time on Monday week, 
when Mr Miles threatens another long discussion and strong opposi- 
tion to its passing. The resolutions with respect to Indian corn and 
buck-wheat, the repeal of which duties it is proposed to take place 
now, and not ‘to be deferred till 1849, were also passed with some ob- 
jection, and it was agreed thata discussion should take place upon them 
on bringing up the report on Monday. Sir Robert Peel has declared 
that the Government will allow these two kinds of grain to be 
taken out of bond at the nominal duties, as soon as the resolutions 
have fully passed. It may, therefore, be expected that, on Tuespay 
NEXT, THE 10TH INSTANT, THE FIRST INSTALMENT OF A FREE TRADE 
IN CORN WILL BE RECEIVED BY THE COUNTRY, by the admission, 
under a permanent law, of Indian corn and buckwheat at a nominal

THE UNITED STATES AND THE OREGON QUESTION, 
We have hitherto been disposed to make great allowance for Mr 
Polk and his Cabinet in the course they have pursued with regard 
to the Oregon dispute, on account of the strong popular feel- 
ing which appeared to exist throughout the United States on 
this question. We have hitherto been disposed to consider 
the ultra and violent sentiments expressed in the President’s 
inaugural address, and the still more important, because more 
deliberate, opinions announced in his message to Congress, more 
in the light of concessions to strong popular feeling which might 
be expected to subside, as their ultimate consequences became 
more apparent, than as representing the real views of the Presi- 
dent himself. We must confess, however, that circumstances of 
late, and especially the news received during the last week, have 
tended materially to change our opinions. We cannot hide from 
ourselves the fact, that as the American press and the American 
people became more calm, the cabinet at Washington have shewn 
no disposition to profit by the change. On the contrary, the un- 
called-for production of the correspondence between Mr Pakenham 
and Mr Polk’s Government, and of that between Mr Buchanan 
and the American minister at our court, at such a time, evince a 
policy too much in keepirg with the most extravagant pretensions 
which have been set up by the United States, we will not say 
with regard their c/aim to the territory of Oregon, for that is not 
precisely the question now at issue, but as to tne mode of settling 
a dispute with a friendly power. Moreover, the tone of those 
members, both in Congress and in the Senate, who are supposed 
to speak the mind of the President, shows too plainly that we 
have hitherto over-estimated his desire to avoid hostilities. 

The decision of the House of Representatives to give the year’s 
notice, required to put an end to the joint occupation of the Ore- 
gon territory under the treaty of 1527, even though confirmed by 
the Senate, we shall not deem of itself a matter at all to be re- 
gretted. We may and do deplore the spirit in which that policy 
has been urged in Congress, and the motives which have been 
avowed by the speakers, but on the act itself we rather congra- 
tulate all parties. It is only to be regretted that so unsatisfac- 
tory a mode of staving off a national dispute was ever adopted. 
It has but afforded time for that which in 1826 wasa matter 
of indifference, to acquire some importance. Then it was a ques- 
tion of theoretical possession between statesmen only ; now it has 
become one of some practical. reality to at least one party, the 
people of the United States, who have since then connected them- 
selves with it by emigration. Negotiations, therefore, which in 
1826 involved intricate questigns of original title, of the law of 


| discovery, and of the whole| theory of international territorial 


rights, have now become complicated with the new social ties of 
kindred occupation, and of national honour in adhering to long 
reiterated assertions of undoubted right. But every year which 
this anomalous occupation is permitted to continue, can but add 
to these difficuties. Every year sends its new troop of emigrants 
across the Stony Mountains, forming new links between Oregon 
and the States. Every session of Congress commits some states- 
man and the Government itself to acts which tend more and more 
to preclude a dispassionate consideration of the conflicting claims 
of all parties—to remove them from the calm deliberation of di- 
plomacy—to commit them to the decision of popular passion and 
political frenzy. We do not, therefore, regret the step taken 
by the House of Representatives, and we hope it will be approved 
by the Senate. There are, no doubt, among the most distin- 
guished members of ,that Assembly men whose avowed policy has 
been to delay this notice, or indeed any act which could tend to 
force this question to a decision, on the express grounds that 
every year strengthened American interests on the spot of dis- 
pute, while those of England remained stationary. If ever this 
dispute can be settled amicably and peacefully, it isnow. Every 
year of delay only diminishes the probability of such a termiua- 
tion. 
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The step now taken by the American Congress cannot of 
itself be construed into an unfriendly act—it cannot of itself be 
considered by us as a declaration of hostility—it is an act of 
which the treaty of 1827 contemplates the exercise, by either 
party, at discretion. Nor does the expiry of the notice, and the 
termination of joint occupation by treaty, necessarily involve a 
termination to the occupation of Oregon by English and Ameri- 
can ‘settlers as they now exist. The exercise of the private rights 
of the settlers of each nation need not, necessarily, lead to any 
such collision as may require the political pretensions of each 
to be decided. Practically, however, such a crisis must soon 
arise. We already have established a jurisdiction over our sub- 
jects in the whole, or a greater part, of that territory. The 
American Congress, two years ago, adopted a bill for the esta- 
blishment of their laws over Oregon to fifty-four degrees forty 
minutes. If not restrained, therefore, by a treaty for joint 
occupation, one or both powers will, from the day that treaty 
expires, feel it a duty to provide for the administration of its 
laws, and the protection of its subjects. Two different nations 
of settlers may quietly exist together, but two distinct adminis- 
trations, representing two rival claimants to the territory, en- 
forcmg two distinct sets of laws, cannot exist a week without 
coming into collision. While, therefore, it may be said in theory 
the termination of the treaty by notice is not an act of hostility, 
while Lord Aberdeen may justly say that he will not consider it 
a cause of war, yet, practically, it involves the necessity of a 
settlement of the dispute within the year, or the certainty of a 
war at the end of it. Such must be the necessary result of 
the act of the American Congress, and it would be the height of 
folly to be insensible to it. But disputes are never settled, till 
it becomes impossible, or imminently dangerous, longer to pro- 
crastinate. 

We have already said that we do not consider the title to 
Oregon to be any longer the question at issue in any negotiation 
which can now be conducted between the two governments. All 
that negotiation can do has been tried to decide that point. Di- 
plomacy is exhausted. The United States have formed one de- 
cision—England has formed another. The real question now is, 
To what test shall they submit their pretensions? England 
offers a reference to independent powers, or to a body of well- 
known jurists. America rejects both. The only alternative then 
is—war. But if that alternative were possible, what would the 
result prove? If England destroyed New York, or bombarded 
New Orleans, and ultimately obtained possession of the whole 
of Oregon, after American frigates had taken or destroyed some 
score of English merchantmen, what would it all prove? Cer- 
tainly not the title of England to Oregon. A war, were it pos- 
sible, would prove no one question in dispute. Bur a wak 1s 
impossisLe; and Mr Polk’s cabinet must be composed of men 
utterly unable to appreciate the character of their people and 
their own powers as an executive if they dream of such an event. 
We warn them of the most fatal catastrophe which must befal 
their aims and ambitions as a dominant party in their own 
country, if they persevere in such a course. The moderation of 
England is the great source of her power ;—the unreasonableness 
of the American executive, if it perseveres in a refusal to arbi- 


trate, will be their greatest weakness, and will hurry them on to | 


the humiliating position of having only one alternative, which they 
will be unable to use. 

England is temperate in her demands, but is in a state of pre- 
paration for any contingency, however deplorable, that may ar- 
rive. These constitute the great guarantee for peace with Ame- 
rica. The American executive are unreasonable, and appear to 
be determined upon hostilities at all hazards. But to the honour 
of the United States be it said, they are not distinguished either 
for their army or navy. They have a coast and sea-ports unde- 
fended by forts or cannon. They may boast of their progress in 
the arts of peace, and they might also boast, as long as they pos- 
sess a wise, temperate, and just government, of their neglects of 
the arts and appliances of war. But if the American Government 
will plunge into hostilities, it has abundance of work of preparation 
before it. Let Mr Polk begin, and he will soon find that there is 
little sympathy for a war policy among the merchants, farmers, 
and planters of the whole Unitep States. Let Mr Polk propose the 
necessary votes of money to increase his army, to build a 
navy, to fortify his coast from Boston to the Gulph of Mexico— 
to create a force necessary for the defence of their territory at 
home, and to carry on a contest with England on the western 
coast of America, requiring a five months’ voyage to reach it by 
sea, or a march of two thousand miles through a most inhospitable 
and unexplored country to reach it by land;—let this be pointed 
out as the necessary occupation of the American Government for 
the next year, and let the necessary taxes be proposed to accom- 
plish it—and can any rational being believe that the good sense, 
the peaceful tendencies of the great majority of the people of the 
United States, will support any government in the rejection of 
propositions which, if accepted, cannot fail to lead, not only to the 
most satisfactory, but also the most honourable termination to 
these disputes ? 

It will be impossible for Mr Polk to refuse our offer of arbitra- 
tion. His only danger, for his own character and reputation, lies 


in deferring it until it shall appeara matter of popular compulsion, 
and not one of executive wisdom. 





THE UNITED MINORITY. 


Since the ever-memorable division on Saturday morning, we have 
heard from the journals of qur Protectors a great deal of what 
may be and will be accomplished by the firm and united minority 
of two hundred and forty. The majority is described as made up 
of discordant elements—renegade Conservatives, place-hunting 
Tories, and hungry Whig-Radicals—who agree in nothing but in 
voting for Sir Robert Peel's bill, as a means of securing power for 
themselves, or of destroying our institutions. The minority, on 
the contrary, is said to be one homogenous mass, animated by 
one spirit, moving as one man, a compact, united, indestructible 
phalanx, resolute in a good cause, and in the end sure of victory. 
Other minorities, the champions of truth and honest convictions, 
have by dint of perseverance grown from day to day till they 
have become great majorities. And so the united party of two 
hundred and forty is encouraged to proceed, and promised, at the 
end of some short but indefinite period, the superiority in parlia- 
ment and the government of the empire. We are sorry to damp 
the zeal of such stout-hearted champions, but as the public in- 
terest requires that the time of parliament should not be wasted, 
and that no part of the national sympathies should be engaged 
in the chase of an impossibility, we wish to call their attention to 
a few disheartening but just considerations. 

For other men it would be somewhat refrigerating to reflect— 
though its effects seem the contrary on the ardent and self-devoted 
enthusiasts, the Heralds and Posts, the Borthwicks and the 
Inglises, of the party—that the united minority no longer ago 
than 1842 was a great aud a united majority, and united then, as 
now, on the principle of maintaining protection, It then had all 
the leading statesmen of the age on its side, for the Whig leaders 
were lukewarm and reluctant converts to free trade. Now all the 
leading statesmen, with one or two insignificant exceptions, are 
against them. They have also themselves centinually given up 
the principle on which they were united in 1842, They were 
parties to removing the prohibition on the importation of cattle ; 
parties—at least many of them were—to all Sir Robert Peel's 
tariff; parties to the Canada Corn Law; parties to the total 
abolition of the wool duties; parties to the abolition of various 
excise and custom house duties which bore the name of protection 
to many minor trades; and parties, therefore, to that suicidal 
and slow excision of their own principle which is fast leading to 
its total extinction. ‘Their own acts have caused and ratified their 
own discomfiture. They have placed on the statute book the 
formal records of the inevitable necessities which made their 
chief a free trader, and of the successive steps by which their 
majority dwindled to a minority. A majority which has thus 
committed self-immolation can never be restored to life and 
power. 

There is one further violation of their own principle on which 
they are all now agreed. Not one of the protectionists who 
spoke in the debate, but admitted that he would willingly and freely 
suspend the law to permit at present the freest importation of food 
into Ireland. They even generally blamed Sir Robert Peel for 
not suspending the law on his own authority, and all declared 
that they would support any measure to rescue the Irish from the 
impending famine. ‘hey would, therefore, now sacrifice the prin- 
ciple on which they are united, because the harvest has failed, and 
would willingly violate it hereafter whenever similar circumstances 
arise. Badseasons, however, are of periodic occurrence, and a union 
based on breaking up whenever they occur must be every three 
or four years in a state of dissolution. 


acted on when the weather is bad, may appear rational to dream- 
ing enthusiasts, but can only be laughed at by the practical 
people of England. Such a proceeding is as palpably contrary 
to the laws of nature, which man must obey to secure good, as to 
throw oneself from a house top. 
the throne, the peerage, and the altar on a law which must be 
suspended when the harvest fails! The united minority, how- 
ever, would act on that principle, and pretending to be Conserva- 
tive, would peril, beyond human aid, the institutions they love the 
dearest. 

The united minority, too, seem only agreed on one point, and on 
that we apprehend such men as Lord Worsley, who looks only to 
land, and Mr Ferrand, who thinks only of the manufacturing 
operatives,do not accord. On every other except their new cry of 
protection to native industry, they are wide as the poles asunder. 
What have the bland Sir Thomas Acland and the boisterous Mr 
Ferrand in common, either in manners or in principles? Will 
Mr Borthwick and Lord Worsley run well together? Are Mr 
Cayley and Col. Wyndham sure to agree on all points? Is Sir 
Robert Inglis of the same political principles as Mr Heathcote ? 
Is Richard Brinsley Sheridan likely to agree with Squire Tyrrell ; 
and. will Sir C. Burrel be led by Mr D’'Israeli and Lord John 
Manners? There are as many differences and discrepancies 
amongst these gentlemen on all points except the one of opposi- 
tion to Sir Robert Peel’s present measure, as there are amongst 
their opponents. Once that measure is passed, the means of 
agglomeration will be at an end, and the united party will fall 
into repelling and conflicting atoms. 

It may be remarked, also, that several of the compact united mi- 
nority are Whig-Radicals, and of them its present associates

government, or to frame a law on a principle which cannot be | 
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in parliament, and by its journals out of parliament, express great 
horror. Nothing fills them with so much alarm as the possible 
advent of the Whig-Radicals to office. It is worse even than Peel’s 
treacheryor the loss of protection. Mr E. Denison incidentally 
acquaintedus with the source of their alarm, when hesaid that Lord 
Lincoln entertained reasonable views as to the Church of Ireland. 
Mr E. Denison himself has voted for the Whig reforms of the tem- 
poralities of that church. Whig-radicalism in the sense of the 
united party, therefore, is something akin to reform of the church 
temporalities, and to oppose that, the party—most ef whom are Ox- 
ford men or tinctured with Oxford opinions, hugging ancient Laud- 
ism or modern Puseyism—seem cordially united. “tis singular,” 
said Mr T. Duncombe, on the 19th ult, “ that whenever anything 
is to be done fur the good of the people, some geutlemen always 
get up in the house and cry, you don’t remember the church ?” 
“ The honourable member for Oxford tells us that the clergy and 
the church are dreadfully alarmed.” ‘To maintain unaltered, there- 
fore, the temporalities of the church, and to maintain at the same 
the law which dooms a portion of the people to starvation, seem 
the main principles of the united party. Ifthey can succeed in that, 
and govern this empire on a resvlve to restrict commerce, starve 
the people, and preserve the Irish Church, now condemned by all 
statesmen, there is no task which the united party—not even that 
ascent described by the poet in language which they love to quote, 
because it is not English— 
“ Fascilis descensus averni. 
Sed revotare gradum superasque evadere ad auras 
Hic labor hoc opus est”— 

need despair of performing. 

We put forth these considerations in order to save the united 
minority from a fruitless waste of energy and much mortification. 
We wish to spare the parliament and the public from the con- 
sequences of baving in the House of Commons a very factious, 
very impracticable, and very wordy united minority. But, as our 
labour draws to a close, we begin to think it will not be required. 
The valiant, chivalrous, unbending two hundred and forty are 
already again taking shelter under Sir Robert Peel’s skirts; many 
of them voted with him on Tuesday evening, expressly to secure 
the success of the bill. Soon will the irritation at “ his treachery” 
be forgotten, in a conviction of its necessity, and as prosperity 
dawns, where they had predicted ruin, they will again gather 
around him and be again merged in that Conservative party 
amongst which he seems destined for a considerable time to dis- 
tribute the sweets of office. They cannot do without him. His 
success, which seems now assured, in settling this great question 
will secure to his option a long lease of power, and the right who 
have now pouted and left him-——the bulk of the stern two hundred 
and forty—will soon return again to bask in the smiles and the 
blandishments of the Prime Minister. They have yet a shred of 
nominal protection to preserve by his aid—there is yet a huge 
host of abuses, which he is with them pledged, to defend; and once 
the new CornLaw is passed, they will be again numbered—let them 
not despair, for he is very placable—iu the ranks of his friends and 
the recipients of his patronage. 


THE MEASURES BEFORE PARLIAMENT—MR. 
VILLIERS’ AMENDMENT. 


If we felt more certain than we do that the majority of 
ninety-seven in favour of the ministerial proposal was decisive 
as to the finai success of the measures now before Parliament, 
we should have felt it less necessary that Mr. Villiers should 
have proposed his amendment in favour of an immediate in pre- 
ference to a deferred repeal of the Corn Laws; and that his 
supporters should have an opportunity of recording their votes 
consistently with their well-known opinions, It is, however, 
because there are too good grounds for fearing that these 
measures are by no means in so safe a position as their best 
supporters could wish that we are glad that the honourable 
member for Wolverhampton persevered in his amendment. We 
would not, however, be understocd by these observations to 
underrate the importance of that amendment upon its own me- 
rits. On the contrary, every consideration that we are enabled 
to give to the subject, only more and more confirms our fre- 
quently-expressed opinion in favour of an immediate applica- 
tion of the principles adopted by the Government. In the first 
place we have an immediate emergency, for which the present 
measure does not provide, and which must in one form or another 
demand some other legislative act before the present session is 
over. But we may be answered that that can be accomplished 
by a temporary remedy after the bill has passed. ‘That may 
be so. But the most important reasons are those connected 
with the interests of the land, and the perfect success of the 
principles of the Government. 

It is not now denied that a!l interests have flourished more un- 
der free competition than under a system of protection. But in 
order to secure that prosperity, we must rely alone on greater ex- 
ertion, and on the freer application of capital, which the security 
of self-reliance always imparts to a branch of industry. To with- 
draw protection from a pursuit which has been leaning upon it, 


' withont imparting at the same time the elements which induce to 


confidence and final settlement, is certain disappointment. This 
is what the Government proposal does, as far as the three 





years’ notice is concerned. We are willing to admit, and we do 
so gladly, that this evil has but a limited duration; a duration, 
too, which probably could not have been shortened by any other 
course which was possible under existing circumstances. Still, 
the evils which this delay entails, the dangers to which it exposes 
the country, should not be overlooked. To understand them now 
may prevent much danger hereafter, and save the experiment of 
free trade from an apparent failure. It is now a notorious fact, 
that the opponents of the ministerial measure are calculating upon 
their power during the currency of those three years to influence 
the country and the elections, so as to be enabled either to con- 
tinue the new law after that time, or to impose another with 
a higher protection. However wild and Quixotic such 
dreams may appear, still they are indulged in; and how- 
ever certain of being defeated, still the mere hope of suc- 
cess and the efforts to obtain it will inflict much mischief on the 
country during that period. ‘They will be three years of 
struggle—not of preparation. Every means will be used to 
extend political power and influence—not to induce to agricul- 
tural improvement. Money will be expended rather in partition- 
ing property and creating votes, than in fencing and draining. 
The “tenant at will” will be ata high premium, and leases will 
be less than ever in esteem among landlords, whose great object 
will be, strength at the hus'ings. Activity on the part of monopo- 
lists will render a continued vigilance on the part of free traders 
a matter of necessity. Amid all this strife and uncertainty, what 
what will be the chance of the farmer to effect improvements, or to 
struggle on with markets unnaturally depressed from those circum- 
stances ouly. The Ist of Feb., 1849, will fiud the country as 
little prepared as did the Ist of Feb., 1846; with this difference 
only, that in 1849 the passions, which may be ealled into existence 
by three ‘years of contention and constant struggles, will be most 
unfavourable for the change ; while in the interim everything will 
be exaggerated that can be construed into failure. And not the 
least evil will be that the opponents tojthe present measures will, 
iu consistency with their own pretensions, rather assist to uphold 





| than aid toabolish any other monopoly and abuse; the removal 


of which would materially contribute to the success of the present 
measures. 

But the chief and immediate reason why we are glad that Mr 
Villiers persevered in his motion, is, as we have already said, the 
numerous dangers to which these measures are still exposed. In 
the House of Commons there are various amendments still to be 
disposed of, all inimical to the principles of the bill, which the 
Government seek to introduce. First, we have Mr P. Howard’s 
proposal to extend the period of grace (rather of purgatory to the 
poor farmer) from three years to five. Then comes Mr W. O. 
Stanley with a proposal of a fixed duty of five shillings. Then 
Mr Milnes, to perpetuate the new scale, and not to forestall the 
opinion of Parliament in 1849. Then comes Captain Pobhill with 
a proposal scarcely intelligible, and, as far as it is, very imprac- 
tible ;—and, lastly, Mr Blackmore, who would impose a fixed 
duty for ever, to go in aid of the poors’ rates. To some of these 
amendments there is more disposition to assent than the public 
are aware of; and, though we do not believe that any of them 
have the slighest chance of being carried in the House of Com- 
mons, yet the Minister may have so narrow a majority in respect 
of one or more of them, that they are expected to be resumed in 
the Lords, and with suceess! If so, it will only be a less obnox- 
ious form of rejecting the bill, the Lords well knowing that 
the Commons will not permit them to alter a money bill. 
With all these uncertainties, then, would it be wise, as Mr 
Cobden justly put it, that those who have the confidence of 
the country, and who, more than any others, in the case of 
emergency, will be able to serve the Government and the free 
trade cause in the country, should relinquish one iota of the 
ground on which that influence is sustained? 


We will not quarrel with those who, against their own opinions, 
voted for the Government, on the ground of giving general support to 
the measure. We appreciate the motive. At the same time we 
much doubt whether it would not rather have strengthened than 
weakened the Government with the real opponents to the measure, 
and with the House of Lords in particular, had the number been 
larger who voted for Mr Villiers. 

We cannot, however, but express our disappointment that those 
who were so earnest on Monday and Tuesday to avoid any embar- 
rassment, or even an appearance of weakness on the part of the min- 
isters, should have sanctioned by their support the introduction of 
another subject on Thursday, entirely foreign to the question before 
the house. Surely the case of the Andover Union would have kept. 
By the course pursued not only was a whole night wasted, but minis- 
ters were placed in a minority, though all protested only two nights 
before that everything should be done to support them at this mo- 
ment. We do not complain of the decision of the house in respect to 
the subject itself ;—it may be quite correct. But that does not jus- 
tify its introduction at so critical a moment, when questions of such 
overwhelming importance are not only kept in abeyance, but materi- 
ally endangered. 

The Minister has sacrificed his own majority in the house, by 
which he can secure the Government plans, apart from the great 
measures now before Parliament. It is clear that, except on a 
question in which the protectionists are interested to support Sir 
Robert Peel, he is now at the mercy of the opposition. The division last 
Saturday morning, which mustered only one hundred and seventeen of 
ministerial supporters from the ministerial side of the house, is deci- 
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sive on this point. The measure is therefore practically in the hands 
of Lord John Russell, with his two hundred and twenty-eight votes. But 
that being so, Lord ‘John is bound to aid the Government in all 
the incidental conduct of the house, until these measures become 
law. They may be damaged quite as much by votes on other sub- 
jects, in the mean time, as by those directly against them. The 
country is indebted to Mr Foster for the attempt which he made, 
though unsuccessful, to induce members to refrain from the intro- 
duction of other motions, while these measures are in suspense— 
a suspense so fatal to the best interests of commerce. | 





HOW CAN LAND BEST BE RELIEVED? 
In an article under this title, in the Economist of the 21st ult., 
we endeavoured to show to what extent the agricultural class as a 
body, and land as a property, have been reliev ved from public taxes 
and local burdens during the last thirty years, by the increase 
which has taken place during that period of the manufactures and 
commerce of the country,—first, by the means they have afforded 
of providing profitable employment for the whole addition to the 
population which has taken place; second, by the relief which a 
distribution of the public taxes of the couatry over a greater num- 
ber of persons has afforded to each, and to the agricultural class 
| as a body in particular; and third, by the relief which land has ob- 
tained, by the greater amount of all other real property during that 
period, and consequently the greater proportion of all burdens 
which such property bears. The Union Magazine for the present 
month contains an article based on the same facts to which we al- 
luded in our paper of the 21st ult., but worked out in greater detail, 
so as to show the exact results of the operations of all these causes. 
Following our former remarks, and the calculations submitted by the 
writer in the Union, we now propose to place these results before 
our readers, as shewing in a stronger light than any which we have 
yet seen, the enor aooue advantages which land as a property, and 
| the agricultural class as a body, have derived from the rapid in- 
crease of our commerce, and out manufacturing system—advan- 
tages of which that class has hitherto been so unconscious as 
rather to regard these rising interests as dangerous rivals than 
| profitable allies. 

In looking to the relief which land has experienced by the 
absorption of the surplus population in manufactures, it is neces- 
sary to refer to the fact that in the beginning of the present 
century the maintenance of the poor was becoming a charge 
which threatened the annihilation of rent altogether. The in- 
crease of this charge in the siaty-eight years from 1750 to 1818 is 
| thus shown by a recent parliamentary return. The sums raised 
| in England and Wales, for the maintenance of the poor, were, at 
the respective dates, as follows :—

It is thus apparent that a rapid inroad was being made in the 
rent of property—an evil of itself so great, that had no means 
arisen to have relieved land from the threatened danger, the state 
must have adopted some expensive plan of doing so. But what- 
ever plan might have been adopted, it must be obvious that it 
| could only have been a temporary relief. Another surplus number 


would soon have risen up, and sooner or later the whole value of 
the land would have been swallowed up, either by the expense of 


|| emigration, or for the support of the population at home. For 
the land there was no escape, except by an increase of those 
occupations which would profitably employ the people. To this 
end our manufacturing system, happily for the land, rose into 
|} importance just in time to avert the catastrophe with which land 
| was threatened. 

As noticed in our former article, we find by the last census re- 
| turns that the proportions of the population engaged in agriculture 
|| and otherwise were, in the different years, as follows :—

In the first ten. years of the period in 1 question only two per cent 
of the population was transferred from land to other pursuits ; in 
the second ten years, five per cent; and in the third ten years six 
per cent; making in the whole period thirteen per cent of the 
population which have been transferred from a dependence upon 
agriculture to other pursuits. 
Taking the two extreme periods, we then find the population of 
Great Britain at each divided in the following proportions :—

We thus see that while the whole population increased by 
6,247,631 persons, or 494 per cent, the proportion employed in 
agriculture actually diminished by 263,105 persons. If agriculture 
had maintained its own share of the increase during that period, 
the distribution of the population in 1841 would have been as

Which comparison shows that, while land at this time furnishes 
employment to 2,445,501 persons fewer in proportion to the 
whole population, that that number have found occupation in 
other pursuits. 

We are very apt to underrate the importance of evils which 
have not really been experienced, but which, by the timely inter- 
ference of someagency, have been averted. It is, however, clear, 
that but for the increase of our commerce and mi unufacturing sys- 
tem, which have absorbed not only the natural increase of the 
numbers belonging to them, but which have relieved the land of 
its whole increase of population during the last thirty years, the 
rents and profits of land would by this time have suffered a great 
reduction for the maintenance of an idle and unemployed popu- 
lation, which, on the contrary, have been converted into valuable 
customers as consumers of the produce of the soil. By this 
means the danger which threatened the absorption in time of all 
rent has been averted, and that which constituted the danger con- 
verted into a positive good. 

It will be useful now to follow out the effects of this new distri- 
bution of the population upon the general taxation and local bur- 
dens borne by each class. In a former article we have shown 
that the general taxation of the couatry amounted, in 1811, to 
65,173,545/, or at the rate of 3/ 10s 3d to each person of the whole 
population ‘of the United Kingdom; while in 1841 the general 
taxes amounted only to 51,911,588/, or at the rate of 1/ 18s 10d 
to each individual of the United Kingdom. ‘The writer in the 
Union then shows the proportion of the taxation contributed by 
each class at the two periods as follows :—

13,261,957/ between 1811 and 1841 for the whole of the United King- 
dom, the agricultural class in Great Britain has profited to the ex- 
tent of 7,932,481/, while the other class, comprising the rest of the 
population of that pi rt of the United Kingdom, has profited only by 
220,182/. “If,” says the writer in the Union, “the general té ixation 
of the country had been borne, in 1841, in the same proportion by 
the agricultural class,and the rest of the community, as they existe vd 
in 1811, the former would have contributed thereto 12,798,059/ in- 
stead of 8,049,709/, and the latter would only have contributed 
23,791,547/ instead of 28,539,897/. Thus,by the increase of numbers 
which had found occupation in manufactures, commerce, &c, the 
landed interest, as a class, was relieved of taxes, on this account 
only, of 4,748,350/.” 

Passing on to the consideration of local burdens, we extract from 
the Union Magazine the calculations bearing on this 
branch of the subject .—

by that sum. Every other local rate, chargeable on real property, has under- 
gone, during that period, a similar relative change in favour of land. 

“Leaving out of view altogether the actual reductions of burdens, for general 
and local objects. which have taken place during the last thirty years, as not so 
distinctly traceable to the immediate influence of extended commerce and manu- 
factures, we will now sum up the relative difference which now exists in the 
proportion of those charges which attach to those employed in agriculture and 
the rest of the community—to land and other property now, as compared with 
1814—which has been caused entirely by an extension of our trade, the addi- 
tional employment it has afforded, and the new property which it has called into 
existence.

“We thus arrive at the remarkable fact, that not only has the land been 
relieved of the maintenance of its own natural increase of population, amount- 
ing, in the last thirty years, to no fewer than 2,445,501 persons, but land, as a 
property, and the agricultural class, as a body, have been relieved of taxes, 
| general and local, to the extent of no less than 6,494,602/ annually, wholly and 
entirely by the increase of our commerce and manufactures, which have 
afforded profitable employment to such an increased proportion of the popula- 
tion, and which have led to the creation of so much additional fixed property 
in various ways, which has shared with land all the burdens chargeable upon 
real property.” 

This sum, however, of 6,494,6027 represents only the “relative 
saving to land over and above the actual reductions of burdens,” but 
the calculations furnish all the materials by which we can com- 
pute the actual increase of rental and diminution of general 
taxes and local burdens which have occurred between the two

Thus, while the rental of the country has increased by, 8,087,268/, 
the general taxes and local burdens contributed by land as a 
property, and the agricultural class as a body, have been dimi- 
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nished by 10,220,564/ annually, independent of the numerous 
special exemptions from particular taxes which have during that 
period been extended to this class. 

We sincerely trust that the inquiry which has now been 
awakened upon these subjects wiil convince landowners how 
much their true interests are bound up with an uninterrupted 
progress of the trade and manufactures of the country, by which 
alone a profitable occupation can be found for the increasing 
population and the capital of the country, to the general benefit 
of all, and that from this source they will find the safest and 
surest relief of their existing burdens. 





VAN DIEMEN’S LAND—TRANSPORTATION AS A 
PUNISHMENT. 

We are glad that the attention of the House of Lords has been 
called to the state of our penal settlements, and to the subject of 
transportation as a punishment, by the presentation of a petition 
from Van Diemen’s Land by the Marquis of Lansdowne. Whe- 
ther the system of transportation can ever be rendered a good 
means either for punishing or reforming a criminal, we much 
doubt; but we have no difficulty in agreeing with the Bishop of 
Oxford, “ that transportation, as it has hitherto been conducted 
“in this country, had been a great curse to the world, and a great 
“ reproach to this nation.” The petition which the Marquis of 
Lansdowne presented from Van Diemen’s Land, was not so much 
directed against the system as against its undue application to 
that particular colony. Still it serves to illustrate many of the 
evils of the system itself. Lord Stanley is of opinion that it would be 
impossible to absorb the labour of liberated criminals among our 
huge population at home, and that transportation is a necessity. 
This may be true if we are to continue to look upon imprisonment 
only as means of punishment, and not as a source of improvement. 
But at what cost to a young and promising colony is it, that we 
thrust our criminals upon them? The petition in question, signed 
; by nearly 1,800 of the most respectable residents in Van Diemen’s 
Land, depicts those evils in a strong light. A population of 40,000 
free persons, a number equal only to the population of a good sized 
English town, has forced upon them no fewer than 16,000 con- 
victs, who are being added at the rate of 4,000 annually, without 
any other effort being used for their improvement after their con- 
| viction than some imperfect restraint imposed during their voyage. 
It would be equally humane to collect the victims of a pestilential 
disease, and, without any attempt to cure, to hurry them off and 
thrust them upon some small community. That a free population 
| should disappear under such circumstances is not a matter of 
surprise. In six months preceding the dispatch of that petition, 
700 free settlers had arrived in the colony, and 2,000 had left it, 
diminishing the frea population by 1,300 persons. 

But, with Lord Howick, we believe our system of transporta- 
tion, either as a punishment or as a means of reform, ill calculated 
to effect its objects. We believe the whole system to be based on 
a mistake both as to the object of punishment as far as the 
offender is concerned, and as to its effect as far as the community 
is concerned, The two great objects of punishment should be to 
| deter others from the committal of crime, and to reform the crimi- 
nal himself. But what is there in transportation calculated for 
either of these objects? If it were intended merely as a means 
of getting rid in the readiest way of a number of men, who were 
found to be an inconvenience to society at home, ther should we 
| agree that it is well enough adapted for such an object. But, as 
long as we profess any higher and more humane aim in our crimi- 
nal jurisprudence, as long as we profess to treat crime as a moral 
disease which it 1s the duty of the State to eradicate as it would 
any other pestilence, this system of punishment can accomplish 
no one object which is intended. 











COMMERCIAL LAW IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Some weeks since we directed the attention of our readers to a 
decision in a cause, tried in the Commercial Court at New Or- 
leans, which established the new view, that bills of lading taken 
with bills of exchange, without any special agreement, were held 
only to be a guarantee for the acceptance of said bills, and not for 
their payment at maturity; that consequently such bills of lading 





are required to be given up on the bills of exchange being duly 
accepted. The chief grounds on which this decision was main- 
tained were, that it could never be intended that the agents of the 
party in London, who had purchased the bills in New York, should 
hold those bills after acceptance, and the goods also, inasmuch as 
such a fact exposed the acceptors of the bills to the hazard of a 
fraudulent sale or disposition of the goods by the party so holding 
them, while they incurred the responsibility of the payment of their 
acceptances to other holders to whom they may have been endorsed. 
In short, the acceptors of bills, under such circumstances, under- 
take the responsibility of payment without actually receiving the 
goods against which the bills are drawn. On the other hand, the 
parties advancing money on the security of bills of lading and bills of | 
exchange, certainly would part with the most substantial part of their 
security, if they Sethvered, up the former, on the latter pei 

cepted. After all, however, the whole question resolves itse ; 
one of individual credit, and it must depend entirely upon tie um-\ 
derstanding of the parties, whether the security of the bills of fading 
is intended to apply only to the acceptance of the drafts, or/to their 
payment also. When no agreement exists, general custom js takén 


to have been the understanding ; and, most unquestionably, deci- 
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sion of the Court at New Orleans is directly opposed to what a de- 
cision in a court here would be, based on the practice of merchants. 
According to the practice in this country, the course followed by 
Messrs Baring and Co. in retaining the bills of lading in security 
for the payment of the drafts transmitted by their agents, was 
strictly regular; and we apprehend that their doing so, did not 
necessarily imply any doubt of the ultimate safety of the bills. 
As we stated last week, the plaintiffs, Messrs Little and Co., of 
New York, for whom Messrs Baring and Co. acted here, moved 
for a new trial, which we now learn has been refused. 

We have now an account of another action brought by Messrs 
Lanfear and Co. against R. D. Blossman, involving a similar issue. 
Blossman shipped 344 bales of cotton to De Tastet and Co., of 
London. LBlossman sold his draft on De Tastet and Co. to Messrs 
Lanfear and Co. for the sam of 3,324/, accompanied by the bill of 
lading. ‘The bill of exchange, with the shipping documents, was sold 
again to Messrs Prime, Ward, and Co., of New York, and trans- 
mitted by them to Messrs Baring and Co., London. On presentation 
of the bill for acceptance it was refused by De Tastet and Co., except 
on condition that the bills of lading were given up. Messrs Baring 
and Co. refused, contending that it was their duty to hold them as 
security for the payment, and not alone for the acceptance of the 
bills. The biils were protested for non-payment. The cotton was 
sold, and left a deficiency. Baring and Co. were reimbursed by 
Prime, Ward, and Co.,and they by Messrs Lanfear and Co., who 
brought an action against Blossman, for the balance. The decision of 
the court was again in favour of Blossman. sustaining the former 
decision, that the bills of lading were held only as a security for 
the due acceptance, and not for the final payment of the bills of ex- 
change.

Another singular legal decision has reached us, made by the | 


judges of the parish court in New Orleans. It was in an action 
brought by the New Orleans Draining Company against Messrs 
Lizardi and Co. It appears that in 1836 the defendants advanced 
to the plaintiffs 100,000 dollars, on the guarantee of fifty bonds of 
the State of Louisiana, of 1,000 dollars each, and 350 bonds of Corpora- 
tion of New Orleans, of 1,000 dollars each, all bearing interest at 
five per cent, which were to be sold in London, but not at a lower 
rate than four per cent premium, at least for six months. It was 
further agreed that if, at the end of a year, enough had not been 
sold to reimburse the defendants, they had then a right to sell as 
much as would repay their advances. 


We much regret the constant recurrence of these cases in the 
American courts, which give too much semblance of truth to the 
impression already prevalent that no foreigner can gain a law suit ; 
and what is perhaps of more consequence, that the courts are in- 
clining to assist corporate bodies to evade by any excuse their just 
obligations ; to find some legal excuse for repudiation, for such really 
was this case. American credit will not be restored in the eyes of 


the world by such petty subterfuges on the part of corporations, and | 


less by American courts giving such decrees even against the verdict 
of a jury. 





COMMERCIAL TREATY BETWEEN FRANCE AND 
BELGIUM. 


In the Journal de Brucclles we find a condensed statement of the commer- 
cial treaty concluded between France and Belgium. 
articles, and certain stipulations of some importance, referring to dyed 
linens, and an alteration of the dutics on flaxen cloths. The stipulations in 
favour of Belgium are first with reference to the duties on yarn and mustiins, 
which, from the 10th of August, 1846, are to be imported into France on 
these terms :- 


“ist. For yarns, the first 2,000,000 kilogrammes at the duties anterior to 
the royal ordonnance of 26th June, 1842; beyond 2,000,000 and up to 
3,000,000 of kilogrammes, increased by the difference agreed in favour of 
Belgium, between its own tariff and the ceneral tariff; beyond 3.000.000 
kilovramme:, the duties anterior to the ordonnance of 26th June, 1842. 

“For muslins, up te 3,000,000 of kilogrammes, the duties anterior to the 
ordonnance of 26th June, 1842; above that quantity, the duties of the gene- 
ral tariff.” 

The rale for the importation of flax and hemp from Belgium into France 
is to be established reciprocally with the importation of the same produce 
of France into Belgium; and the duties on either side are not to be aug- 
mented until the expiration of the present treaty. 


The Belgian government agrees also to require on all the other frontiers, 
except the French frontier, the same duties, with the exception of 250,000 | 
kilogrammes of yarn from Germany and Russia, which Belgium continues | 


to receive at reduced duties, 


In this first list of stipulations is also that which, on the one hand, relieves | 
the machinery of France from the surcharge levied by the law of 1816; and, 


on the other hand, regulates that the produce of the states of Belgium shall 


| ouly be admitted into France ou the minimum duty of the law of June 5,

but proposed to purchase 125,000 dols, at 80 per cent, and 2 per cent com- 
mission for themselves. Embarrassed and in straitened circumstances, 
through want of money, they acceded thereto. In reducing the contract to 
writing, the Lizardis insisted on the insertion of a clause, giving them the 
preference to purchase the balance of the bonds, at such rate as should be 
offered from other quarters. Plaintiffs, by f audulent misrepresentations 
made by defendants, did subscribe to these conditions, but afterwards 
learned that there same bonds had been sold some years before to the 
Marquis de They, therefore, allege frrud and overreaching, and pray

judgment against defendants in solidi for 440,000 dols, and such other sams } 
as may appear due on final settlement, with 10 per cent interest ; and, | 


also, 100,000dols damages, with interest. 
annulled and set aside. Defendants, in reply, contend that the transfer of 
the bonds to the Marquis de was not a sale but a pledge, and declare 
that they kept plaintiffs duly advised of all they had done in the pre- 
mises. 

“The jury returned the following verdict: ‘ After hearing testimony, 
arguments of counsel, and the charge of the court, the jury find a verdict 
in favour of plaintiffs, in the sum of 60,000 dols, and are of opinion that the 
bonds were pledged.” 

On this verdict, which was substantially for the defendants, inas- 
much as it declared that all that was due to the plaintiffs was the 
balance of the bonds in question, and not as they contended, that 
the whole contract should be set aside ; the court being satisfied with 
the legality and correctness of the verdict returned, decreed :— 


*“ That the contracts entered into between the plaintiffs and the defend- 
ants, subsequent to the 9th August, 1836¢to wit: the contract for the 
sale of 125 of the city bonds of New Orleans, executed on the 23d of 
Jan., 1839, and the contract of the 23d'April, 1843, for the saleof 219 bonds of 
the said city, be annulled, rescinded and set aside, and that there be judg- 
ment ih favour of plaintiffs for the sum of 60,000 dols, with interest from 
the judicial demand. It was further ordered, that defendants return to 
plaintiffs 344 bonds of 1,000 dols, each, of the city of New Orleans, to the 
order of the Draining Company, and that the suid defendants do pay the 
costs of suit. Reserving to said defendants the right of offsctting any sum 
which they may have paid on account of plaintiffs since the institution of 
this suit, to wit: since the 2ist of June, 1843.” 


The jury, utterly surprised at the interpretation which the court 
had put upon the verdict, forwarded a document, a copy of which 
we subjoin, to Judge Maurian, and here the subject rests :— 

* New Orleans, Jan, 13, 1846. 
“To the Hon. Chas. Maurian, Judge of the Parisk Court. 

“ Sir,—The undersigned have deemed it their duty respectfully to present 
to your honor the following statement, in the confidence that you will take, 
in relation to it, such measures as may be necessary to prevent injustice 
— done to any of the parties. 

“The judgment rendered by your honorin thefease of the Draining Company 
against F. de Lizardi and Co., as published in the Commercial Times of the 
8th inst. has caused us some surprise, inasmuch as it does not convey the 
real interpretation of our verdict. As members of the jury in that ease, we 
deem it our duty to explain our verdict in a more explicit manner, so as to 
enable you to correct any misapplication of the same. 

“We found by the evidence, that the bonds were not sold, but pledged, and 
our verdict was in favour of the plaintiffs, in the sum of 60,000 dols; which 
sum, once paid by the Lizardi to the company, was to be in full of all claims, 
and in virtue of this compensation, the Lizardi were to be entitled to the 
full possession of all the bonds purchased by them from the company. 

“Thus you will perceive, that that part of the judgment which directs th 
contracts of 1839 and 1843 to be annulled and the bonds returned to the 
company, formed no part of onr verdict.

There are some reciprocal agreements as to the navigation of mutual

LORD ASHLEY’S FACTORY BILL. 

The fo lowing is a copy of a letter from Joseph Hume, Esq., M.P., 
to a millowner in Kirkaldy, respecting the above bill :— 

London, 21st February, 1846. 

Sir, —T have just reeeived your Ietter of the 10th, respecting Lord 
Ashley’s bill for regulating the hours of factory labour. I have always 
opposed, since the year 1824, when all the combination laws were re- 
pealed, every interference by law between masters and men. By the act 
of 1824, every master and workman is allowed to make what bargain they 
please as to the rate of wages and the hours of labour; and, with such per- 
fect liberty and security to the capitalist, and to the workman, all further 
legislative interference is vicious. I have opposed every bill, of the tendency 
of Lord Ashley’s bill; and if the manufacturers had taken their stand on 
principle as they ought to have done, no bills could have passed the legis!ature 
so contrary to the sound principles of trade, as are seen on the statute-book ; 
but, under the plea of mawkish humanity, the manufacturers have com- 
promised their own case, and violated sound principles, by agreeing to any 
of these bills. It is reported they are now about to agree to an Eleven 
Hours’ Bill, and thereby place themselves in a condition that warrants their 
being insulted and trampled on, as they will most assuredly be by that 
compromise. 

The allegations that mannfacturers are cruel and inconsiderate, and that 
workmen are imbecileJand incapable of making bargains for themselves, are 
supported, and almost admitted, by those who agree to such bills as those 
of Lord Ashley. If the manufacturers, now a numerous and a powerful and 
well-informed class, had confideuce in their own integrity and principles, 
they would use every possible exertion to stop that system of interference 
by law between masters and workmen. If they willnot do so, they must be 
content with the insult that every such bill and every such attempt at inter- 
ference throws upon them.

Monday, March 2. 


The Duke of Richmond presented 36 petitions from the county of Mont- 


gomery in favour of agricultural protection; also five from Doneraile, in the 
county of Cork. 


THANKS To THE ARMY IN INDIA.—The Earl of Ripon moved the thanks of 


their lordships to the officers and men engaged in the recent battles in India. 
The noble lord entered into a lengthened statement of the circumstances under 
which the late battles were fought, and eulogised the skill of the officers and the 
bravery of the men.—The Marquis of Lansdowne expressed his entire approba- 
| tion of the resolution.—The Duke of Wellington spoke in terms of high approba- 
| tion of the conduct of the troops and of the Governor-General.—Lord London- 
| derry also eulogised the conduct of the Commander-in-Chief and the Governor- 
| General, and the bravery of the men engaged in the late war in India.—After a 
few words from the Duke of Wellington, the Duke of Richmond, Lord Ellen- 
| borough, and Lord Auckland, the motion was unanimously agreed to. 
The County Presentments (Ireland) and the Drainage (Lreland) bills were 
| read a first time.—Adjourned at half-past seven. 


Tuesday, March 3. 

The Duke of Richmond presented several petitions from Cornwall against the 
measure of government. Also, petitions from the counties of Banff and Devon 
to the same effect.—The Marquis of Salisbury presented 36 petitions from dif- 
ferent places in Hertfordshire, praying for agricultural ),rotection.—The Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne presented a petition from Lancaster in favour of free trade. 

THE MINISTERIAL MEAsURE.—The Earl of Hardwicke presented petitions 
from various parts of Cambridgeshire in favour of protection, and imploring their 
lordships to throw out the government measure when brought before them.— 
Lord Kinnaird urged on the house, and especially on the Duke of Richmond, to 
vote at once for immediate abolition, and thus dissolve the Anti-Corn Law Lea- 
gue.—-The Marquis of Londonderry hoped the house would not discuss the mea- 
sure till it came before them in due course, and that the Duke of Richmond 
would not be led into a discussion on the subject.—The Duke of Richmond would 
rather take the advice of a friend than enemy—of the Marquis of Londonderry 
than Lord Kinnaird. All he wished was an appeal to the country, and that tho 
deserters who had run away from their pledges should be turned out. 

THe Convict System.—The Marquis of Lansdowne presented a petition 
from the colonists in Van Diemen’s Land, stating that the island had suddenly 
been made the sink into which all the convict labour of the United Kingdom 
had been thrown. The result of this was that the free labourers had been un- 

{| able to compete with the inundation, and had emigrated in great numbers from 

the colony.— Lord Stanley, though he thought the evils complained of were ex- 
aggerated, admitted that the colony had suffered considerably under the exist- 
ing system It must be remembered, however, that by the terms of their grants 
the petitioners were bound to maintain a certain number of convicts, and labour 
of this kind had for a long time been considered by them as a boon. The exist- 
ing system had been planned and carried into effect under Lord Melbourne's 
administration. The petitioners seemed to have ascribed their pecuniary em- 
barrassments to the presence of convicts, when the truth was that they had 
shared in the mania for speculation which had afflicted our Australian posses- 
sions, and they would no doubt recover, as New South Wales was 
recovering, from its ruinous consequences. (Hear, hear.) —Lord Lyttelton 
was prepared to state that the case of the petitioners should receive every atten- 
tion from the colonial department.— Earl Grey said that the complaints of the 
petitioners had been admitted to be well founded, and yet that the system was 
to be substantially continued. He was prepared to express an opinion that 
transportation should be got rid of.—The Bishop of Oxford considered that 
transportion, as it had been hitherto conducted, had been a curse to the world 
and a reproach to the nation. We had sent out, since the commencement of 
the century, large bodies of criminals without the slighest moral supervision;; 
these men were to be the founders of a new people, and yet we had given them 
no means of moral restoration. We had reaped as we had sown, and the fruit 
of our labours was a crop of most deep and horrible pollution. He fully con- 
curred in the opinion of Lord Grey that our strictly penal discipline could be 
managed better, more safely, and more cheaply at home; the separation of 
convicts and their moral restraint could be much more effectually carried on at 
home ; but when this was accomplished, and they were fit for social life, trans- 
portation should commence. Under these circumstances, it would be a system 
worthy of the nation and a blessing to the world. - The Marquis of Lansdowne 
briefly replied, and the petition was ordered to lie on the table. 

Several bills were then forwarded a stage, and the house adjourned till 
Thursday. 

Thursday, March 5. 

THE ROYAL ASSENT was given by commission to the following billos The 
Public Works (Ireland) bill, the Drainage of Land (Ireland) bill, the Fisheries and 
Piers (Ireland) bill, and the Grand Juries Presentment (Ireland) bill. 

PROTECTION OF LIFE (IRELAND) Brtu.—Earl Grey gave notice, that as the 
amendments of Lord Chief Justice Denman on the bill for the protection of life 
and property in Ireland did not exactly embrace the object which he had in 
view, he should move in committee that the adoption of a clause providing that 
the mere offence of being out of his dwelling between sunset and sunrise should 

| not subject a man to transportation.—Lord Stourton gave notice that he should 
move that the bill be read a third time three months hence, in order to enable 
| him to introduce a bill pari passu with it for the protection of the lives of the la- 
bouring classes in Ireland. 
| The other business was unimportant, and their lordships adjourned at six 
| o'clock. 
Friday, March 6. 

Their lordships in committee were occupied with discussing the various clauses 
of the bill for the more effectual preservation of life and property in Ireland.— 
Earl St. Germans adduced numerous cases in proof of the necessity for such a 
bill.—Earl Grey attributed the distress of Ireland to the neglect of landlords and 
misgovernment.—Lord Roden and Lord Farnham repelled the charge.— Earl 
Grey re-affirmed the charge, and moved amendments strongly objecting to that 
portion of the bill which converted into a misdemeanour the being out at night 
without “lawful occasion.”—Lords Wicklow, Campbell, Brougham, and other 
peers, took part in the discussion, and the amendment was lost on a division by 
88to7. The duration of the bill was altered from five years to three, and their 
lordships adjourned without going through all the clauses.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


Monday, March 2. 

Mr Hildyard took the oaths and his seat for the southern division of Notting- 
hamshire. The honourable gentleman was much cheered by the honourable 
members on the protectionist benches. 

FAMINE IN IRELAND.—Mr O'Connell presented two petitions from places in 
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the county of Galway, one of which was signed by both the Catholic and Pro- 
testant rectors, representing the alarming state of the poor and the progress of 
the potato disease, which was affirmed to be increasing every day, and so destroy- 
ing all hope of food for the destitute population, which had no prospect left but 
of absolute famine. The petitioners added, that there were large tracts of waste 
land capable of being brought into cultivation by labour in their vicinity, on 
which the poor people could be usefully employed, and that there were also 
quarries of marble and other usefal materials, by the working of which they 
could be preserved from the terrible evils which so nearly threatened them. 

TimBpeR Duties.—THE Sutrowners or Loxpon.—Lord John Russell pre- 
sented a petition from several highly respectable shipowners of the port of 
London, who set forth that they had heard with surprise of the petition from 
certain shipowners of the port of London, opposing the remission of the duties 
on timber; and the petitioners entirely approved of the reduction of the timber 
duties proposed by the right hon. baronet. His lordship added, that the right 
hon. baronet having given notice the other evening of his intention to have all 
the petitions of shipowners relating to those timber duties printed, he (Lord J. 
Russell) should move the printing of the one he then had the honour to 
present. 

Mr Milner Gibson presented a petition from Ipswich, signed by 3,000 persons, 
in favour of the measures proposed by her Majesty’s Government.—Mr Cobden 
presented a petition from Goatacre, signed by 2,500 persons, praying for the 
total and immediate repeal of the corn laws. 

Captain Berkeley moved for a sclect committee to inquire into the mode in 
which signatures had been obtained to a petition professing to be from Chelten- 
ham, in favour of the repeal of the corn laws, and which had been transmitted 
for presentation from Manchester by the Anti-corn Law League. The motion, 
after some discussion, was agreed to. 

THANKS TO THE INDIAN ARMY.—Sir Robert Peel brought forward his mo- 
tion for a vote of thanks to the Governor-General of India, the Commander-in- 
Chief, and the officers and men of the army which gained the late victory over | 
the Sikhs on the banks of the Sutlej. He said he would not refer to the policy 
of the Government in this matter, so that no one would compromise his politi- 
cal views upon that subject in giving his assent to the motion. The attack on 
our territories was altogether unprovoked. The policy which the Governor- 
General pursued in India was one of peace, and a determination not to interfere 


in the domestic affairs of the Punjaub. The right hon. haronet detailed tho 
precautionary measures adopted by his gallant friend. The force between 
Ferozepore and Loodianah, to watch the Lahore army upon the Sutlej, was sta- 
tioned with the best military skill.—Lord John Russell suppo ted the proposi- 
tion, and expressed his satisfaction at the resolution of her Majesty’s ministers 
to erect a monument to the lamented memory of Sir R. Sale, and coneluded 
with the promise of his concurrence.—Mr. Hume, though generally averse to 
war, supported the government in that proposition, from his knowledge of Sir 
H. Hardinge being forced to an engaZement.—Lord Ebrington concurred with 
the greatest satisfaction in the course proposed to be pursued on the present oc- 
casion.— Sir J. C. Hobhouse cordially concurred in the propriety of the proposed | 
public acknowledgments of the great bravery whieh had been displayed by our 
army.—After a few words of concurrence from Mr. M«ngles and Mr. Wynn, 

Dr Bowring expressed his regret that the right honourable baronet at the head of the 
government should have thought it necessary to speak with so much harshness and 
severity of the proceedings of a most respectable body of men—the members of the 
Society of Friends in Reading, because, being upon principle opposed to war, they had 
ventured to embody in a petition to that house their objections to the measure which 
was now in contemplation. He perfeetly agreed with the right honourable baronet in 
the opinion that the military exploit in which the English arms had been recently en- 
goged was not a war of aggression, but an act of resistance to invasion; he (Dr Bow- 
ring) respected every mnn’s conscientious scruples, and he was well aware that there 
was a highly estimable class of persons in this country who had the strongest disin- 
clination to war under any pretenc: (hear, hear). The opinions of these persons, how- 
ever others might differ from them, should at least be treated with respect in consider- 
ation of their conscientiousness (hear, hear), and for his own part he would not hesitate 
to avow that he was deeply attached to the pacific principle. He hoped that that 
principle would be made every day more and more the groundwork of their policy, for 
he believed that our social, political, and commercial interests were intimately con- 
nected with its maintenance (hear, hear). It was a principle which was worthy of all 
commendation, of all encouragement, and nothing but stern necessity could justify a 
deviation from it (hear). 

Sir R. Peel assured the honourable member that it was not his wish to speak with 
harshness either of the pacific principle, or of those who advocated it (hear, hear). It 
was a principle to which he was himseli much attached, but he had never heard it con- 
tended that it should be carried to the extent of not permitting self defence (hear, 
hear). Were they to stand with folded arms and have their throats cut (hear, hear, 
and laughter)? 

Sir T. Colebrook and Sir De Lacy Evans having spoken, the resolutions were put 
from the chair, and unanimously carried. 


Corn Laws.—The house having gone into committee on the Customs and Corn 


bill, Mr Villiers, pursuant to notice, brought forward by way of amendment on 
the first recaIntion his mation that “all deties ox mupurveu COM GO NOW cease 


and determine.” In his usual practical way, the honourable member showed 
that no danger was to be apprehended from immediate repeal. After the state- 
ments made by those who supported protectionist principles in that house, and 
by noble dukes in the other house, to the effect that if they were to have repeal 
at all it should be immediately, he could not see how Sir Robert Peel could hesi- 
tate in framing his measure so as to give effect to such opinion.—Colonel Sib- 
thorp complimented the honourable member for Wolverhampton, as an upright, 
honest, and straight-forward man in comparison with the members of the go- 
vernment. (Cheers and laughter.) He had never deceived the public. He was 
straight-forward in his declarations, and persevered in his objects, and whatever 
might be the result, he was bound to give him credit for a manly and honest 
course, and he wished he could say the same for others. (Cheers and laughter.) 
He (Colonel Sibthorp) thought there was very little difference between the pro- 
position of the government and total and immediate repeal, and there was no 
confidence that the right hon. baronet would adhere to the three years. From a 
sense of duty to the country, he should take a firm stand in opposing the right 
honourable gentlemen on every occasion that he could do so ; that in going out 
in opposition to the honourable member for Wolverhampton, he would do so 
from no attachment, or from’ no regard to the right honourable baronet, or 
to any one member sitting on the Treasury bench. (Hear and laughter.)— 
Lord Worsley said that if the question had simply rested between Mr. Villiers 
and Sir Robert Peel, he would have supported the amendment; as it was, he 
could not do so without precluding himself from voting on the other propositions. 
—Mr. M. Gibson supported the amendment.—Mr. Esecott said he would support 
the amendment, if it would not endanger the main question.— Mr. Bright would 
support the motion. Every argument in favour of the measure of the govern- 
ment was in favour of an immediate repeal.—Sir Robert Peel opposed the mo- 
tion, but intimated that he would yield to a desire on the part of the agricultu- 
rists for an immediate repeal.—Mr. G. Palmer considered that the right hon. 
baronet was an advocate of his own measure, that he did not view the subject 
on both sides as he should have done. Reiterated calls for division and ques- 
tion rendered the hon. member inaudible-—Lord J, Russell wished fully to state 
in detail his opinions on the measure. He avowed his determination to support 
her Majesty’s government, and deprecated an immediate repeal.—Sir W. Jol- 
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liffe opposed the amendment; Mr. Hume urged its withdrawal. After a few 
words in opposition to it from the Marquis of Granby and the Earl of March, 
Mr. Borthwick moved an adjournment of the debate. The house divided, when 
the numbers were —For the adjournment, 70; against it, 227. Majority against, 
157. Notwithstanding the majority for continuing the debate it was ultimately 
adjourned. 

The other orders of the day were then disposed of, and the house adjourned at 
half-past one o'clock. 

Tuesday, March 3. 

THE MERCHANT SEAMEN’s Funp.—Mr H. Berkeley presented a petition 
signed by 3,000 seamen of the port of London, praying the interference of the 
house in order to procure a better management of the Merchant Seamen’s 
Fund. In answer to 4 question on this subject, Sir George Clerk replied that 
the subject was under the consideration of the government; that it appeared 
highly expedient that some alteration should be effected in the system of man- 
agement; and that a correspondence was at present going forward on the 
subject. 
™ForEIGN Booxs.—Mr Monckton Milnes gave notice of his intention to move 
in committee on the tariff, that the duty on the importation of foreign books 
published before the year 1820, and on all books printed in the colonies, should 
be remitted. 

DESTRUCTION OF FoREIGN WHEAT.—Mr C. P. Villiers, having stated that a 
qnantity of corn had been recently thrown into the River Severn under the in- 
spection of a revenue officer, inquired whether the government had any record 
of the quantity annually destroyed under similar circumstances ?—Sir George 
Clerk said that there were no periodical returns ; but it would nos be difficult to 
obtain information of the quantity of corn so destroyed. 

Tne CHELTENHAM PetiTIon.—Mr Newdegate moved, “That it be an in- 
struction to the select committee on the petition from Cheltenham, that they do 
inquire whether forged objections have not been served upon certain electors for 
the northern division of the county of Warwick against the claims of the said 
electors to be retained upon the register of the said division of the said county.” 
—After some discussion, Mr Newdegate withdrew his motion. 

RAILWAYS.—Mr Forster moved for returns of all complete railways, all rail- 
way schemes before the legislature, and all acts authorising or contirming the 
sale or lease of any railways either completed or in progress of construction. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Corn LAws.—Mr G. Bankes resumed the adjourned debate in committee on 
Mr Villiers’s amendment. He opposed the plans of the ministry, alleging that 
the voice and feelings of the constituency should be tested for so important a 
measure, and, if not, as he was certain, that the law of settlement for the pro- 
tection of the labourer and operative should be brought on prior to the corn 
law bill, as such would indemnify those classes from the evil effects of the corn 
law in a great measure, He, in union with his constituency, thought that the 
feelings of the country should be tested by a general election.—Mr Bright stated 
the condition and character of the country, the state of cultivation, and its 
probable revenue.—Sir J. Hanmer thouglit the best course for him to follow was 
that pointed out by the noble lord the member for London, and he would there- 
fore vote against the amendment.—Mr Moffatt expressed himself as prepared to 
vote for the amendment. The corn trade was already paralysed, in evi- 
dence of which a look into Mark lane would at once satisfy them, and 
he thought, to remedy that evil, the sooner the question was settled the better.— 
Mr Borthwick vindicated his side of the house from the charge of protracting 
the debate, and spoke at considerable lengtl in opposition to free trade policy, 
concurring with Lord John Russell in his views respecting the amendment of 
Mr Villiers.—Mr Hume said he should vote with the government, lest the mea- 
sure which they proposed should be endangered.—Lord George Bentinck would 
also vote with the government. He knew that in the interval of three years 
there would be an appeal to the people, and they should then be enabled to 
restore things to what they were before.— Mr Cobden, in a vigorous speech, sup- 
ported Mr Villiers’s motion, and promised his cordial aid to the minister after 
the present discussion.—Mr Duncombe wished to give a practical and not a 
popular vote, and therefore he should support the government proposition.—The 
Earl of March and Mr Hudson denied that the farmers were in favour of repeal. 
—Lord Worsley asserted the farmers were in favour of repeal.— Col. Sibthorp 
recommended the enfranchisement of Sudbury, for the purpose of giving seats 
to the seatless ministers.—Mr Newdegate again denied that the farmers Were in 
favour of repeal, and warned the ministers that a democratic fecling would grow 
on a class they did not expect.—Mr Villiers briefly replied.—The committee then 
divided. The numbers were: for ministers, 265; for the amendment, 78 ; ma- 
jority, 187. 

The chairman reported progress, and obtained leave to sit again on Thursday. 

The other orders of the day were then disposed of, and the house adjourned 
at twenty minutes past one.

The chief business was the second reading of the bill introduced by Lord John 
Manners, under the title of a bill for amending the law relative to bequests for 
pious and charitable purposes ; or, in other words, so to modify the statutes of 
mortmain as to enable religiously disposed persons to leave large amounts of pro- 
perty in land or money for the endowment of churches, charitable institutions, 
and religious bodies or orders.

THe SHETLANDERS AND FREE TRADE.—Mr Bright said he had to present 
| @ petition to which he was anxious to call the attention of the house. It was 
signed by 7,000 inhabitants of the Shetland Islands. They stated that they all 
lived by fishing, but they were in great distress owing to the difficulty they found 
in selling their fish in-consequence of the restrictions on trade, and they prayed 
that all such restrictions, the direct effect of which was to deprive them of half 
the produce of their labour, might be immediately and altogether removed. The 
hon. member presented another petition on the same subject from a merchant in 
London, who was a native of one of the islands, and who corroborated the state- 
ments of the petition from the islanders. 

THE ANDovER Unton.—Mr. Etwall, who had a motion on the paper for a 
select committee to inquire into the administration of the poor law in the An- 
dover union, and into the management of the union workhouse, was asked to 
withdraw it, in order to allow the committee on the corn laws to proceed. Mr 
Etwall offered conditionally to withdraw his motion, if other members who had 
notices of motion would imitate his example.—Mr. Newdegate, as one of those 
who were alluded to, refused to withdraw his motion. Consequently, Mr. Etwall 
proceeded, entering minutely into the details of the evidence adduced during the 
inquiry over which Mr Parker, late assistant poor law commissioner, presided, 
and which attracted public attention in the autumn of last year.—Sir James 
Graham regretted that in the present state of public business so much time 
should be taken up with what, after all, was only a workhouse squabble. Steps 
have been taken to remedy the local irregularities which existed in the manage- 
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ment of the Andover union. He moved as an amendment, that copies of all 
the documents and correspondence relative to the case, be laid on the table of 
the house.—Mr Wakley suggested that they should adjourn the debate to some 
future period, and meantime they would be in possession of the documents offered 
ty the Home Secretary. After a discussion in which various members took part, 
Sir James Graham expressed his willingness to defer to the opinion of the 
house, and withdraw his amendment. (This produced a vehement burst of sar- 
castic cheering.) But, though consenting to a committee of inquiry into the 
Andover case, he could not extend that inquiry into the circumstances attend- 
ing the resignation of Mr Parker, as the commissioners acted on their respon- 
sibility, under an appointment from the Crown.—Mr Law, the recorder, thought 
that, as the commissioners were entrusted with arbitrary power, it was the more 
necessary that the inquiry should include the causes of Mr Parker’s resignation. 
—Mr Christie moved as an amendment the addition of words, which would 
have the effect of extending the inquiry to the conduct of the poor-law commis- 
sioners, and their late assistant-commissioner, Mr Parker, in the investigations 
in the Andover case.—Dr Bowring, disliking the exercise of arbitrary power, 
would support the amendment.—Mr Wakley hoped the decision of the house 
would be unanimous. Sir James Graham had shown himself “squeezeable ”"— 
let him go a little further in yielding. It was evident that a division would be 
attended with disagreeable consequences. On Saturday next it was intended 
by the Andover guardians to eject Mr Westlake from his oflice ; and, therefore, 
it was the more urgent that there should be an inquiry—Mr Thomas Duncombe 
had always been told that the poor-law commissioners were responsible to the 
home secretary, and the home secretiry to parliament. But now he told them 
that they must not inquire into their conduct at all. They ought to concede 
generously the whole inquiry, and let the truth come out. A divisien was called 
for, when there appeared—for Mr Christie’s amendment, 92; against it, 69; 
majority against government, 23. This produced loud cheering, especially from 
the agricultural benches. The committee of inquiry, with Mr Christie's addition, 
was then agreed to. ? 

BAsILIAN Nuns.—Mr Cowper moved for the production of copies of the 
despatches which have been received at the Foreign office, containing infomation 
relative to the treatment of the Basilian nuns of Minsk, which having been 
seconded—Sir Rohert Peel said that the government had not received any in- | 
formation from its official representatives abroadon thesubject which could throw 
any lighton it. The consul at Warsaw, a most respectable man, had written to 
the ioreigu office to say that the accounts which had appeared in the French | 
papers were grossly exaggerated, and this was all the official information they 
possessed. He (Sir R. Peel) was enabled to state that a fall inquiry would take 
place, by order of the Emperor of Russia.—Mr Cowper under these circumstances 
would withdraw his motion. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved for and obtained leave to bring in 
a bill to make further provision as to unclaimed stock and dividends of the 
South Sea company.

Corn LAws.—The houre having gone into committee on the Customs and 
Corn Importation resolutions, Mr W. QO. Stanley moved, as an amendment, 
the imposition of a fixed duty of five shillings on wheat, 2s 6d on barley, and 2s 
on oats; meal and flour in proportion. A debate ensued, in which Colonel 
Wood, Mr Stafford O’Brien, Sir John Tyrrell, Lord Worsley, and other mem- 
bers took a part, but which had little reference to the particular proposiiion be- 
fore the house. Mr W. QO. Stanley, 


secing no disposition to entertain his pro- 
posal, was reluctant to trouble the 


house, and allowed it to be negatived 
without a division—Mr Monkton Milnes then brought forward another 
amendment, to leave out the words providing for the cessation 
of the duties of corn after the Ist of July, 1849; and so to 
render the proposed duties permament. In the couasse of this debate Mr 
Milnes stated that the object of the agriculturists was to contend for 
the principle, and not to give factious opposition on details. If, therefore, they 
permitted these resolutions to pass, it must not be understood that they aban- 
doned their opposition to the bill—Sir Robert Peel replied that no one would 
suppose that, suffering these resolutions to pass, would compromise any one to | 
the bill itself. The debate terminated in the withdrawal of the different 
amendments on the notice paper, and the resolutions of the government 
were put scriatim.—Sir Robert Peel proposed that the first reading of 
the corn bill should take place on Monday evening, and the second readi 
Monday week. A desultory conversation ensued, in which Lord Geo 

tinck asked Sir Rcbert Peel what he expected would be the price of wheat ?— 
Sir Robert Peel declined to answer such a question, and stated that having at- | 
tempted to do so on a former occasion was a sufficient reason why he should not 
again hazard an opinion. But agricultural prosperity did not depend on the 
price of wheat, which Was more afleeted by seasons than laws.—Col. Sibthorp 
attacked Sir Rohert Peel on the continued absence of a part of his cabinet from 


the house.—A conversation ensued on the absence of members of the govern- 
ment from the house, in which Mr D’Israeli asked if Mr Glad 
attend cibinet councils ; to which Sir Robert Peel replied that he did, and that 
his not having a seat in that house did not disqualify him from doing so. 

The resolutions were then put seriatim, and severally agreed to.—Mr Miles ob- 
jected to that, repealing the duties on Indian corn and buck wheat, as it was

the kingdoms of the East and mourning at home. And they regard these wars as ab- 
horrent to humanity, and hateful in the sight of God, who can, if it please him, call our 
nation to account for these aggrandisements, committed by a people professing the 
Christian religion. That your petitioners, for the reasons aforesaid, and believing, with 
Wickliffe, ‘that all such conquests are utterly worthless and untenable, do humbly 
beseech the House of Commons not to vote the thanks of parliament for the war in the 
Punjaub.”

THE COMMISSIONERS OF BANKRUPTCY.—It is stated upon very excellent au- 
thority that very speedily the whole insolvency business, at present engaging so 
much of the time of the commissioners of the bankrupts’ court, will be transferred 
to the insolvent debtors’ court. A bill to the above effect will, it is understood, 
be shortly introduced to the legislature by the government. 


PROsrPectTs OF THE PoTaTo Crops.—At the ordinary meeting of the Horti- 
cultural Society, held on Tuesday, Dr Lindley laid before the company speci- 
mens of new frame potatoes, as well as those grown in the open ground from 
various parts of the country, and which proved the lamentable fact, that the dis- 
ease will be greater in the ensuing than the past season. 

EARLY CLOSING MOVEMENT.—The fourth annual meeting of the Metropoli- 
tan Drapers’ Association took place on Friday evening in Covent Garden thea- 
tre. ‘The house was densely crowded. between 6,00U and 7,000 persons Were 
present, and the demonstration was probably the most powerful that has yet ap- 
peared in support of the object of the Association.

SurcipE OF A MEeERCHANT.—On Monday afternoon an inquest was held at 
the Hampton court palace, Hampton street, Newington, before Mr Carter, on the 
boty of Mr John Shaw, an American merchant, who committed suicide by 
cutting his throat on Friday. It appeared that he had only been married eight 
weeks before the commission of the rash act; and for some weeks past the de- 
ceased had been in a low desponding state of mind, believing that he should lose 
considerable property in Hudson’s Bay and other parts of North America, in the 
event of the expected war with that country. The jury returned a verdict of 
temporary insanity. 

Fire.— On Sunday night an alarming fire occurred at the residence of the 
Dowager Countess of Westmorland, No. 8 Dorset place, by the candle having 
accicentally fallen against the curtains of the bed. The flames were speedily 
subdued, with no damage beyond the partial destruction of the furniture in the 
apartment. 

PoLYTECHNIC INstrruTION.—At this institution there has been exhibiting

The report stated that the re- 
ceipts were 4,708/. 0s. 9d.; that the disbursements figured 4,486l.; and that the 
funded property was 10,400/. Amongst the subscribers were the following royal 
personages :—Her Majesty the Queen, 100/.; his Royal Highness Prince Albert, 
261; the Emperor of Russia, 1,000/.; the King of the French, 50/,; her Majesty 
the Queen Dowager, 20/.; the King of Sweden, 120/.; &c. During the year

of the society's bounty. Since the foundation of the society, the number of 
foreigners relieved has exceeded 100,000.

TuURN-OUT IN MANCHESTER.— On Monday morning there was a general turn- 
out of the joiners and carpenters employed in this town. The number who left 
their employment was about 3,000. The object sought by the men Was an 
advance of wages from 26s to 29s per weck. The men employed at sixteen 
establishments, about 1,500 in number, returned in the course of the morning to 
their work, their employers having complied with their demand, and there is no 
doubt that the remaining number will not remain out of employment many 
days, as the demand for their labour is unusually pressing. Several hundreds of 
the bricklayers also turned out the same day, and have not yet returned to their 
work.

Forcign and Colonial. 

Inp1A.—By extraordinary despatch from Marseilles in anticipation of the 
Bombay mail of the 3rd of February, which appeared in the moraing papers of 
yesterday (Friday), important news is brought from the theatre of war on the 
banks of the Sutlej. It appears that the army of the Sutlej will, when the troops 
on their way and under orders, shall have joined, consist of 42,450 men, with 
140 pieces of ordnance. From the 22nd of December, when the victory was 
won by the British at Ferozeshah, up to the middle of January, both parties ap- 
peared to be preparing for the approaching struggle on the right bank of the 
Sutlej. The Governor-General remained at Ferozepore, engaged in raising the 
bridge of boats, and in making preparations for the crossing of the river by the 
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ee 
British army. The crossing of the river was expected about the 4th or 6th of 
February, when the heavy guns which had left Delhi on the 10th of January 
were expected to have reached the camp. In the mean time the Lahore 
government was m: aking every effort to reorganise its army. Several attempts 
had been made in different places to cross the river. This force was independent 
of the grand Sikh army stationed on the way from lTurreeke ghat to Lahore and 
its neighbourhood, with the object of protecting the capital. The preparations 
of the Governor-General at Ferozepore appear to be of an efficient kind, and it 
was supposed that the British army would move over the Sutlej, and before the 
hot weather set in, in April take possession of Lahore, the Sikh capital, which is 
not 50 miles from the Sutlej. There is said to be considerable disunion 
amongst the Sikh chiefs, many of whom have made propositions to the British 
authorities, declaring their willingness to join the British standard as soon as it 
appeared on the right bank of that river. It was supposed that the Sikh troops 
would try another battle before they would allow their capital to be taken. The 
latest intelligence from the Bombay troops in this expedition describes them as 
in the highest spirits, for they look forward to victory for themselves, and even 
to a coronet for their experienced leader. It_is undeniable that the Sikhs are a 
brave enemy, whom the discipline they have learned from European officers 
renders far more formidable than the other inhabitants of India. The necessity 








of the most strenuous efforts to subdue the troops of Lahore is evident. Their 
emissaries have attempted to tamper with the Bengal sepoys, but, as yet, they 


have gained nothing. The British troops have abundant supplies of all kinds, 
and it now remains to be known if anything of a decided nature will occur before 


the hot season. 

The Bombay railway, or, as it is called, the Greit Indian Peninsular railway, 
has been most successful. The engineers who have examined the districts 
through which it is to pass into the interior, have found far more facilities for the 


undertaking than they ever expected. 
The utmost tranquility prevails in the interior of India. 


Untrep SratTrs.—The arrival of the New York packet ship Patrick Henry, 
Captain Delano, at Liverpool, on Monday afternoon, has put usin possession of 
papers from that city to the 9th ult., her day of sailing. The House of Repre- 
cemtatives had determined. by a vote, to close the Oregon discussion on the 9th. 
On the 7th ult. the President communicated a very important message to Con- 
gress, accompanied by the correspondence that has taken place between the 
United States and the British Government with reference to the Oregon 
question.

Mr M'Lane ack »wiedges the receipt of Mr. Buchanan’s letter of the 29th ult. Mr 
M‘Lane acknowledges his fear of obtaining categorical answers; and that he had re- 
solved without hesitancy, that the best mode was frankly to call upon Lord AberZeen, 
and ask of him, in ot edience to instructions on the subject. He did so: stated what 
the President had inferred from these preparations. Lord Aberdeen frankly responded, 
that the nilitary prep-rations of England, while they did not look directly to a pro- 
bable rupture with the United States upon the Oregon question, were regarded as 
being useful, in the event of such a contingency. They had no direct reference to 
such arupture. Lord Aberdeen also stated that these preparations were commenced 
before the present crisis, which had grown out of the Oregon territory, between Great 
Britain and the Uvite d States, and that, therefore, they could not have arisen from 
the aspect of this controversy in any way. These preparations had also been exagger- 
ated. The most formidable are the defences erecting along the more exposed points of 
the island, and these could not be construed as looking to a rupture with the United 
States. The other preparations were the erection of steam vessels to fill the places of 
the old worn out sailing ships of the navy; a policy which Lord Aberdeen doubted, 
The general policy of England was, that it was wise in peace to prepare for the exigen- 
cies of war. Lord Aberdeen disclaimed any distinct application of these warlike pre- 
parations to a probable rupture wich the United States upon the Oregon question. Mr 
M‘Lane expresses his own opinion to be, that with the fullest confidence in Lord 
Aberdeen, it could not be assumed that the present warlike attitude of England did 
not look incidentally to the prospect of a rupture with this country upon the Oregon 
question. The steam vessels being erected by the British government were especjally 
adapted to such a rupture. If such a war arises, England will be as fully prepared as 
if her energies hid been directed e peci ally to this end. The government of England

Upon this corre eponde nce, the peoduc tion of which is said to have cause vd the 
utmost excitement, the New York Courier and Enquirer has the following com- 
ments :— 

“ This correspondence is of very high importance, and diminishes very much the 
grounds upon which we have been hoping for a peaceful solution of pending diiliculties, 
It will be seen by our correspondent’s letter that our government has declined to accept 
an offer of arbitration, made in two different forms by Great Britain, and that too upon 
the very offensive ground, that to accept it would be to admit that Great Britoin had 
rights in Oregon—and that the British government has informed our minister at Lon- 
don that her military preparations, though not commenced with special reference to this 
country, the condition of the Oregon question proves their expediency, and that they 
will be continued in reference to that question. The whole matter, not only with refer- 
ence to pacific settlement, but with regard to the honourable and defensible positions of 
this country, seems now to be in the worst possible position.” 

We have received New York papers of the 12th ult, brought by the London 
packet ship Switzerland, which has arrived in Margate Roads. The House of 
Representatives had passed the series of resolutions for the year’s notice of the 
termination of the joint-occupancy of Oregon territory, by a majority of 163 to 
54 votes, only three members of the house being absent. ‘The following are the 
resolutions themselves : 

“1. Resolved by the House of Representatives of the United States of America, in 
Congress assembled, that the president of the United States cause notice to be given 
to the government of Great Britain, that the convention between the United States of 
America and Great Britain, concerning the territory of the north-west coast of Ame- 
rica, west of the Stony Mountains, of the 6th of August, 1827, signed at London, shall 
be annulled and abrogated in twelve months after giving said notice. 

“2. And be it further resolved, that nothing herein contained is intended to inter-

fere with the right and discretion of the proper authorities of the two contracting par- 
ties to renew or pursue negotiations for an amicable settlement of the controversy 
respecting the Oregon territory.” 

By the arrival of an American vessel at Havre, New York papers to the 16th 
ult. have been received. The Oregon resolutions, adopted by the House of Re- 
presentatives, were under discussion in the senate on the 12th, but no vote was 
taken, and at the close of the sitting, the house adjourned till February 16. It 
was generally believed, however, that the senate would adopt the resolutions. 


Mexico.— Just before the post left Washington, on the 10th ult, despatches 
said to be of great importance had been received from Mexico. The report was 
that the Mexican Guverument had actually declared war, and all the public 
offices had been in a state of great bustle. General Scott, in whom great confi- 
dence has been reposed in cases of emergency, had been immediately sent for 
by the Secretary at War, with whom he remained several hours closeted. 

THE River PLATE.—The news brought by the Brazilian packet is considered 
favourable. The defection of Colonel Silvain, and of the province of Maldonado, 
from Oribe, is a great blow at his power; and the uninterrupted progress of the 
French and English squadrons up the river far as Rosario, is an equally 
formidable one at the power of his patron, Rosas. The letters state thee the 
desertions from the army of Rosas, in the province of Buenos Ayres, were ex- 
tremely numerous, and that, as the only means of arresting the defection, he 
had issued a decree, ordering that all officers absent from their regiments without 
leave should be shot as soon as arrested; and that one in seven of the privates 
absenting themselves should be punished in the same manner 

Nrw ZEALAND.—Letters and newspapers have arriv ed from Wellington, 
bringing the intelligence from that place down to the 19th August. They con- 
tain no important news beyond what reached us by way of India more than two 
months ago; but confirm the accounts of the three successive defeats of the 
troops by John Heki. Auckland has been abandoned by more than a thousand 
of the population; and the remainder are described as being supported by the 
government pay they receive, as many as can bear arms, for serving in the 
militia. The Governor had issued debentures to the amount of nearly 40,0007, 
which are of course at a heavy discount ; and it is ascertained that forged ones to 
a great amount are in circulation. These have been traced to an official person ; 
and public indignation is directed against the Governor for a supposed condona- 
tion of the crime. In all the company’s settlements there was perfect tranquillity, 
and as much production going on as was possible under the circumstances ; the 
natives being still in armed occupation of the Hutt, and no real progress made 
by the government in the settlement of the land question.

When the train had arrived in the plain of Ivours, a short distance 
from the tunnel of Pierre-Benite, the drivers of the locomotive saw arriving to- 
wards them at full speed the locomotive which had been sent off from Lyons. 
It appears that at this moment they either lost their senses, or the distance 


| which separated the two locomotives was not sufficient for them to be able to 


prevent a collision. They turned the locomotive off the rails, and escaped with 

wounds more or less severe.

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STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 


Tere was a small show of wheat at Mark lane on Monday, as well 
by land carriage samples from Essex, Kent, and Suffolk, as from the 
more distant counties of Norfolk, Lincolnshire, and Cambridgeshire. 
The best dry parcels were taken readily by the millers, at fully the 
currency of last Monday, whilst damp and inferior qualities were 
diffieult of disposal, and to have effected a clearance less money 
would have been accepted. Very little passing in free foreign, 
owing to the scarcity; the small lots taken were for immediate 
use, at fully as much money. ‘There was a good fresh importation 
of foreign, having had 2,400 qrs from Aquilas; 1,190 from Catania; 
250 from Garrucha de Vera; 935 from Salonica; 920 from San- 
tander; 910 from Saros; 520 from Seville; 1,128 from Stettin; and 
4,049 from Trieste ; making a total of 12,302 qrs. Holders were very 
firm, and the small quantities sold were at high rates, but no spe- 
culation has been manifested since the majority of ninety-seven has 
been announced, business remaining in much the same state as 
before. There was no change in the value of town-made flour, 53s 
being the top price, but ship marks were obtainable on somewhat 
easier terms ;—the arrivals of English were 2,484 sacks, with 1,608 
sacks, and 879 barrels of foreign. Fine barley being scarce, met 
an improved demand, and such brought rather higher rates, whilst 
other descriptions moved off somewhat slowly, but prices were 
fully supported ;—the supply of English was 1,211 qrs, with 640 of 
Scotch. The market has been only moderately supplied with oats ; 
—the arrivals of English consisted of 2,430 qrs; from Scotland 940 ; 
from Ireland 4,885; and 60 foreign; making a total of 8,315 qrs. 
Good corn met a fair sale, principally to the consumers, at full prices, 
but very little progress was made in the disposal of other sorts. Good 
old beans were in fair request, and fully as dear, whilst new went off 
tardily, and former terms were with difficulty maintained ;—the 
arrivals were 758 qrs of English. Peas brought quite as much money 
for choice qualities, but other sorts were taken slowly, at barely pre- 
vious currency ;—the receipts coastwise were 710 qrs English, with 
80 foreign, the latter from New York. 

At Liverpool the arrivals of Irish wheat were somewhat small, 
amounting to only 3,149 qrs during the week ; and on Tuesday, hav- 
ing a good attendance of both town and country millers, the trade 
was steady, and there was a good demand for the better descriptions 
for immediate consumption, at an improvement of fully 1d per 70 lbs 
on the price of this day se’nnight, whilst inferior qualities were nearly 
unsaleable and rather cheaper; average 49s 6d on 4,161 qrs. ‘The 
importations of foreign amounted to 7,223 qrs, principally from the 
Mediterranean and the United States; but no sales were reported 
beyond that damaged by fire, which was sold by auction. The arrivals 
of flour were 4,842 sacks from Ireland, 30 eoastwise, 300 sacks and 
14,338 barrels foreign, the latter principally American; Irish was in 
better request at full prices; the transactions in bonded were confined 
to a few hundred barrels of Western Canal at 27s, and Philadelphia 
at 26s per barrel. Fresh malting barley being scarce, such maintained 
fully late rates, whilst other sorts met a somewhat better inquiry. 
Beans and peas were taken slowly, but not lower. Choice mealing 
oats being scarce were the turn dearer; other descriptions met a 
limited sale, and prices barely supported ; but oatmeal was held with 
much firmness, and the stock at present being very small, such 
brought an advance of 6d per load, and there are no sellers of the 
best [rish under 3ls to 31s 6d per 240 lbs. A parcel of mixed red 
and white Indian corn was taken at 3ls per 480 Ibs in bond. The 
stock of foreign grain and flour in bond at this port, on the 27th ult., 
consisted of 216,398 qrs wheat, 8,186 barley, 9,200 beans, 369 peas, 
41,528 Indian corn, 720 sacks and 370,347 barrels flour. 

The farmers brought forward a good supply of wheat at Hull; the 
best samples met a ready sale at fully last week's rates ; inferior sorts 
were difficult to sell without alteration in value; average 47s 6d on 
1,937 qrs. Bonded meets with very little inquiry, buyers continuing 
to exercise great caution, and only purchase when necessity requires. 
Malting barley was in better demand, but in grinding there was very 
little passing. Oats and beans were scarce, and the best qualities 
for seed brought higher prices. 

There were large arrivals of wheat at Leeds, amounting to 14,129 
qrs. The trade was slow, at a decline of Is per qr for the best 
qualities, but other sorts were difficult of disposal. The average was 
58s 33d on 3,261 qrs. 

At Lynn there were only moderate supplies of grain. Fine wheat 
brought fall prices, but damp and inferior qualities were almost un- 
saleable. Average 48s 93d on 1,289: qrs. 

There was a good supply of wheat at Spalding; the best dry 
samples were taken at the currency of last week, but inferior quali- 
ties difficult of sale. Average 47s Ild on 702 qrs, 

At Mark lane, on Wednesday, the fresh arrivals of all grain were 
small, Wheat was in steady request, good samples bringing quite as 
much money as on Monday. There was very little passing in bonded. 
Barley was held firmly, but the sale was slow. Fine qualities of 
beans and peas met a fair inquiry at late rates. Oats were firm, good 
corn being in moderate demand from the consumers. 

The farmers brought forward only a small supply of wheat at Stock- 
ton, but there were good arrivals coastwise; the finest descriptions 
were taken at previous rates, but all other sorts were Is to 2s per qr 
lower; average 45s on 274 qrs. Malting barley was in limited re- 
quest, but lower terms were not submitted to. Oats met a good de- 
maxd at full prices. Flour was much the same as last week. 

At Boston there was very little wheat offering; the best qualities 
were taken readily at the currency of last week, but inferior sorts 
were very difficult of sale; red 48s to 54s, white 50s to 58s per qr. 
Oats and beans were in demand for seed at full prices, but other de- 
scriptions were obtainable on easier terms. 

There were fair supplies of wheat at Edinburgh ; new was taken 
slowly at a decline of ls per qr, and for old there was a very limited 
inquiry at late prices; no transactions were reported in bonded. 
Barley met a fair demand at an advance of !s per qr on all deserip- 
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tions. Beans and peas were in slow request and the turn cheaper, 
but oats were quite as dear. 

At Glasgow the supplies of wheat were somewhat limited; fine 
qualities were in demand at very full prices; other sorts were dull, 
but not lower. Flour, unless for choice Irish, continued difficult of 
sale. Oats were taken freely at higher rates, and meal was 6d to Is 
per load higher. 

The weekly averages announced on Thursday were 54s 6d on 
117.978 qrs wheat; 29s 7d on 89,539 barley; 21s 5d on 43,241 oats ; 
333 4d on 182 rye ; 34s 2d on 12,817 beans; 35s 2d on 3,514 peas. 
The duties advanced to 18s on foreign and to 5s on colonial wheat ; 
8s on foreign and 1s on colonial barley ; 9s 6d on foreign and Is on 
colonial rye ; and 7s 6d per qr on peas. 

Higher prices were demanded for wheat at Birmingham, which 
caused the transactions to be somewhat restricted, and only in some 
few instances could the advance be obtained; average 56s 14d on 
2,279 qrs. Fine barley was Is per qr dearer; other sorts were with- 
out alteration. Beans were in fair demand, and fully as high. A 
few parcels of grey peas were taken on speculation to hold over. 
The average of wheat in the neighbouring towns was 53s 7d on 288 
qrs at Gloucester, 54s 5}d on 1,025 at Worcester, and 54s 103d on 
934 at Wolverhampton.| 

At Bristol the supply of wheat was not so large, but much of it 
came to hand in very damp condition; fine dry parcels were taken at 
rather higher rates, other sorts were slow of sale ; average 51s 8d on 
358 qrs; there was some inquiry for free foreign, but there was little 
offering ; holders of bonded were firm but very few transactions oc- 
curred. Flour met a fair sale at fully previous rates. 

Although there was only a moderate supply of wheat at Newbury‘ 
the sale was dull at last week's prices; average 57s 10d on 1,090 qrs. 

There was a small quantity of wheat offering at Uxbridge, which 
was taken at fully the currency of last week; average 65s 5d on 1,031 
qrs. Barley, beans, and peas, being in good supply, were each ls 
per qr lower 

At Mark lane on Friday there were very moderate supplies of 
all grain. Fine qualities of English wheat were in steady request at 
quite as much money, and free foreign was in demand at full prices, 
whilst for bonded there was rather more inquiry, and such was held 
at former rates. Barley, beans, and peas were quite as dear, with 
a fair demand. Good oats being rather, scarce, were held at enhanced 
rates; the sales, however, were principally to the consumers, who 
bought for immediate use.

FOREIGN GRAIN MARKETS. 

No grain-laden vessels have passed the Sound or Belt for England, since 
the date of our last circular. The Baltic markets are nominally unaltered, 
but there is more disposition to accept Jower prices, and good 61 lbs Danzig 
wheat is to be purchased at 52s per qr. on board; very fine quality is held 
at 568 to 58s per qr. The red wheat of Pommerania, Silcsia, and Mecklen- 
burg is to be had rather cheaper, and ordersat 48s would probably be exe- 
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cuted for the best 62 lbs wheat of last year’s crop, at Rostock, Stettin, and 
intermediate ports. The political disturbances in Posen and Poland are 
more important than our advices a month ago Jed us toexpect ; the Russian, 
Prussian, and Austrian governments are acting energetically to quell them; 
large Lodies of troops are directed to the disturbed districts, which are al- 
ready impoverished through the failure of their crops, and these movements 
can only tend to diminish our supplier. The markets at Hamburg and 
Bremen are firmer, and have recovered the depression mentioned in our last 
circular, but the Dutch and Belgian markets are very dull, notwithstauding 
the improvement quoted from the Rhine districts. At Odessa, the price of 
wheat advanced again and this market is quite out of proportion to the 
prices paying in England, Belgium, and Holland. Good wheat is very scarce 
and commands 38s to 39s per qr, free on board; the best 63 |bs cannot be had 
under 40s to 41s per qr; low 591bs to 60 Ibs quality is worth 31s to 34s per 
qr in Odessa, but 62 Ibs cannot be had under 3%s to 38s per qr, f. o. b. ; the 
rate of freight being 11s per qr, and the insurance 2s per qr, the best sam- 
ples stand in 53s to 54 per qr in England. Orders for Italy were adundant at 
Odessa. The general absence of snow this winter causes much anxiety for 
the fate of the crops, the casual rain which falls in the spring being too 
rapidly absorbed by the solar heat in the south of Russia and in the Danube 
provinces ; serious fears are entertained by the farmers, that they will lose 
all their cropsfrom a drought insummer, as has frequently been the case in 
fermer years from the same causes.—Body and Co.'s Circular,

The importation into this country has thus far been considerably 
less in 1846 than in 1845, whilst deliveries, both for home consump- 
tion and export, are nearly the same. Stocks are, in consequence, 
reduced, and the surplus against 1845, which at the beginning of 
the year amounted to 160,000 bales, is now only 20,000 bales. The 
total stock in the ports, however, is still sufficient for more than 
thirty weeks consumption upon the scale of the last two months, 
and for a longer period by that of the whole of the year 1845. The 
arrivals in the American ports, according to the last accounts of the 
12th of February, show a deficiency of about 130,000 bales against 
last year, and many persons agree that the whole crop will be less 
in the same proportion ; opinions, however, differ on this subject, 
and our English stocks are heavy enough to prevent any moderate 
diminution of the supply from operating strongly upon the markets, 
particularly since our manufacturers and spinners are not so well 
off as they have been last year. 

The value of cotton is now jd lower than at the beginning of the 
year, somewhat higher than at the same period in 1845, but 25 to 
30 per cent lower than in 1844. 

The stock of cotton in the London warehouses amounted, on the 
Ist of this month, to 89,150 bales, against 97,420 bales last year. 
There is a fair export demand for the East Indian descriptions, of 
which, as usual, our assortment almost entirely consists. Since the 
arrival of the latest news from America, some speculative purchases 
have likewise been made at rather better prices.

According to the above table, the total deliveries for the two first 
months of the year have been somewhat larger than in 1845, but 
smaller than in 1844. Compared again with 1845, there is thus far an 
increase in the export, but rather less has been taken for home con- 
sumption. The total stock in the London warehouses on the Ist of 
this month amounts to 31,711 chests of all sorts, against 26,224 chests 
last year. ‘There are 1/,400 chests in first hands, the remaining 
29,000 chests are old goods passed through former sales, and of which 
there is much of ordinary qualities. ; 

The next quarterly sales will commence on the l4th April, and 
there is no doubt but that the greater part of the stock in first hands 
will be declared for them, besides, perhaps, several hundred chests 
of the old stock. A good demand may be expected, purchasers for 
export having been small in January. 

In the April sales of 1845, about 4,500 chests were bought for all 
purposes; in 1844 upwards of 5,000 chests, and it is likely that this 
year purchases will be rather larger. We expect that, as usual, the 
April sales will offer a fair assortment of all the principal qualities of 
Indigo ; a considerable part of the good strong Bengal marks having 
been withdrawn from the January sales, there may be in the next a 
better proportion of them than usual.

THE WOOL SALES. 

Fes. 27.—From the disturbed state of the commercial mind, owing 
to the uncertain issue of the pending discussions in parliament, the 
pressure for money, and the unsettled state of our American relations 
politically, and as regards the expected alteration in the United States 
tariff, it was not expected that a considerable quantity of wool thrown 
upen the market by public auction, at such a moment, should bring 
advanced prices; but the sales, which began on the 19th instant and 
closed this evening, shew by the large attendance of buyers, and the 
prices paid for good qualities and clean conditioned wools, a firmness 
which must be very encouraging to the importers of colonial wool, as 
to the prospects for the new clips now coming forward. For though 
only some few choice parcels sold at, and in some cases over, last Oct. 
sale prices, really good and clean wools have maintained very nearly 
the same ; but lower qualities, bad conditioned, and ill-assorted wools, 
have suffered a decline of from 1d to 1}d per Ib: this particularly ap- 
plies to skin wools, and the low kempy native fleeces from the Cape 
of Good Hope. This may be accounted for by the falling off of 
the trade to which wools of those qualities have for a long time been ap- 
plied, and which for some sales past caused them tofetch a greater price 
in proportion than finer sorts. ‘The extraordinary demand for low 
wools having ceased, these qualities have been left to their intrinsic 
values. As is usual at this season, the qualities of the wools were 
mostly inferior, being the remnants of the last clips. ‘The quantities 
offered for sale, and prices paid, are as follows :—

EASTERN COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


(From the Chamber of Commerce Over/and Price Current.) 

BomMBAY, Fr. 2.—There is little alteration to record since our last in the 
general aspect of commercial affairs. A tolerable amount of business has been 
done in the market for imports, but this has arisen from the anxiety of holders 
to realise their stocks, and has been accompanied by an augmentation rather 
than a diminution of the depression in prices to which we referred in our pre- 
vious issue. ‘The money market is somewhat easier than before, but in the 
present unsettled state on the frontier, it is not likely that dealers will purchase 
freely, whatever the facilities of obtaining accommodation. ‘The rates of discount 
charged by the banks have not been reduced. 

METALS.— There have been comparatively few transactions in the market for 
metals, since the departure of the last mail, and prices exhibit little change of 
importance. In copper, sheet and sheathing have been latterly in some little 
demand, and sales to the extent of 600 ewt. are reported to have been made, at 
54r per ewt. 

Corron MANUFACTURES.—The business has been somewhat extensive, but is 
chiefly attributable to holders having forced their goods on the market, and dis- 
posed of them at reduced and unremunerating rates. ‘The attention of the deal- 
ers has been almost wholly confined to the better qualities of grey and bleached 
goods, and with few exceptions the lower descriptions have been unsaleable, save 
at a very great sacrifice. Grey shirtings, madapollams and jacconets have in 
particular suffered from this state of things, and the last named fabrics, especial- 
ly, have been disposed of to a large extent at extremely low prices. Bleached 
shirtings 66 to 72 reed are in some request, but other qualities are only saleable 
in small quantities at the low rates previously current. There has been an in- 
quiry for grey domestics for the Arabian market, and these goods have gone off 
at former prices. Cambrics, muslins, zebra dresses, &c., are, generally speaking, 
without enquiry, and very difficult of sale. All kinds of prints are at present 
neglected, and Turkey red goods, both plain and twilled, are in a very depressed 
state. 

YarnNs.— The demand for these has been slack, and but few transactions have 
taken place. We have heard of no transactions in dyed yarns. The demand 
for Turkey red which existed at the date of our last has subsided, and orange 
remains, as before, entirely neglected by dealers. 

WooLLens.—The market for these goods continues quite inactive. 

MARINE Srores.— We quote paints somewhat higher, and linseed oil a shade 
lower than before : in other articles there is no change to notice. The market 
is generally well supplied and the demand languid. 

Sprrirs.—Prices remain unaltere!. ‘There is little or no demand either for 

| gin or brandy, and we have heard of no transactions. 

CocutngkAL.—There h-s been little or none of this article in the market, and, 
in consequence, no sales have taken place. The price we quote, 3r 13a per lb, 
would be easily obtainable. 

EASTERN PRODUCE. 

CoTrron.—There has been little animation in the market for this staple, and 
owing to the unencouraging accounts, alike from England and China, prices 
continue depressed. The new crop has begun to arive, but not freely, and about 
200 bales of broach and 300 candies of Oomrawuttee (being nearly all that has 
yet come in) have been disposed of at 93r at 93}r per candy for the former, and 
86r at 8Sr for the latter. The quantity of old cotton remaining is not large, 
and for all, save Compta and Barsee, lower prices than those current last month 
have been accepted. Of Compta we hear of a purchase of 800 candies, at 69r 
at 70r per candy. The act of the legislative ccuncil for doing away with the 
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drawback system has received official sanction, and is now become law. In 
future, therefore, no duty will be charged on the importation of cotton from the 
producing districts into the island of Bombay, and exports to China and other 
foreign countries to the eastward will be subject, invariably, to a duty on ex- 
portation, from which they have been hitherto exempt, on the production of a 
certificate of the payment of import duty. 

CoFFEE is without alteration in value, and we hear of no transactions. 

Hemp.—We quote Concan and Calicut about 2r per candy dearer than before. 
Ghatee has also risen in price. 

PEprrerR.—Bhutcoll exhibits no change, but Malabar is a shade lower than 
before. 

WooL.—The only alteration we have to notice is a slight decline in the price 
of Marwar. The purchases, since our last, have been principally by natives, the 
current rates continuing too high to induce extensive transactions on the part of 
European houses. 

FREIGHTS.— Owing to the limited nature of the business in produce, consi- 
derable difficulty has been experienced in obtaining freight, and, notwithstand- 
ing the paucity of arrivals, rates have further declined. We have heard of no 
very recent operations, and our quotations, which may be fixed at 3/ 5s to 
32 10s both to London and Liverpool, must be regarded as nominal ones merely. 
In freight to China there hss been more doing, and engagements have been 
effected at lér to 17r per candy. A vessel for the Clyde has been laden at 3/ 
per ton. 

MoneEY MARKET.—There has been again a slight decline in the value of some 
of the government securities. 

EXCHANGE.—There has been but little fluctuation in the rate of exchange on 
England, which may now be quoted at 1s 114d to 2s at six months, at 1s 1iZd 
at thirty days’ sight. On Calcutta the rate is 994 rupees, and on Madras 99 
rupees, both at sixty days’ sight. 


CALCUTTA MARKET. 
(From the Calcutta Overland Price Current.) 

JAN. 21.—During the last fortnight business has been less active than for 
some time previous, all partics having been acting with extreme caution, 
owing to the unsettled state of commercial affairs both here and at home. 
In freights we have very little change to notice, a great} portion of the ton- 
nage in the riverhaving been engaged some time since. 

Svucar.—The new date sugar is now coming to market in small quanti- 
ties, and finds a ready sale on arrival. Prices opened at, for good gurpatty, 
10r 8a to 10r 12a per maund, but have since advanced about 4a ; and, as the 
quality is said to be limited, it seems probable that present rates will be 
fully maintained, as the accounts just received have not as yet had any ef- 
fect on the demand. In brown sugars and Khaur there is still a very mo- 
derate business doing for the home market, and holders of the former are 
showing more anxicty to realise, Exports to Great Britain from the Ist 
instant up to date amount to 71,905 maunds, * 

Rice.—The falling off in the demand for this article, as noticed in our last, 
continued, and a comparatively moderate business has since been doing at 
a decline of about 6a from the highest point, or say at 2 Company’s rupees 
10a to ir 12a for good to fine table, which continued the rate until the 
receipt of the mail on the 16th, since which a further decline of about 2a 
has been submitted to. 

Raw SiLrx.—With the exception of a few occasional small purchases, this 
article has continued completely neglected, and as the accounts 1 itely re- 
ceived from home have been anything but cncouraging, we look for a conti- 
nuance of the present inactivity for some time to come. 

IMPORTS FROM EURO?PE. 

Burrisn Corron Precx Gooos.—There has been quite as much doing as 
could have been expected from the scarcity of money and position of af- 
fairs generally, the late accounts from Mirzapore having advised a firmer 
market, owing to the low prices having induced speculators to come for- 
ward and purchas: to some extent. In grey shirtings prices have been 
maintaine., but bleached must be qnoted la to 2a lower 

CoLourED AND PRINTKD Goops.— Prints have been in little or no inquiry, 
and prices are almost nominal; for Turkey red cloths also the demand is 
limited, and prices are barely maintained. 

WooLLens.—We have still no improvement to notice either in demand or 
price, and it is scarcely possible to effect sales to any extent. 

Wurre Mute Twist.—Lower prices have been accepted for most counts, 
especially Nos, 40 to 70, but still, owing to the limited demand for Mirza- 
pore, sales have been to a very moderate extent, and the market closes with 
great dulness. 

CotourEeD Yarn.—We have no change in prices to report, buiithe demand 
is languid, and but little has changed hands since our last. 


CHINA COMMERCIAL NEWS. 

SHANGHAI—The latest dates from Shanghai are of the 10th of December. 
The sudden rise in the price of shirtings, mentioned last month, has been 
maiutained, and the sales have been large—not much under 180,000 
pieces; stock in first hands estimated at 149,000 pieces of grey and 
white. The demand at Seuchaw is reported to have abated, though 
during October and November the quantity sold there for consump- 
tion must have been very great. Quotations.—Grey shirtings 72 reed dirs 
3 to 3-10; ditto 66 reed dirs 2-80 to 2-85; ditto 60 reed dirs 2 40 to 2-45. 
For bleached goods there is little demand at this season. In woollens there 
is some improvement in price, with moderate sales, chiefly in barter for 
produce, About 1,000 pieces of habit-cloth and Spanish stripes have been 
disposed of at 1-30 to 1 40 dirs payment in produce. Smaller lots have been 
placed at 1-50 dirs, but the goods were purposely assorted for the northern 
market. Dutch camiots have been sold at 34 dollars, though the transac- 
tion was not to any extent. For long clis there is no maket. The same 
remark applies to chintz and other priuted goods. A scarcity of tonnage 
has limited the export of tea, though purchases have been extensive. Con- 
gou has continued to maintain previous prices; green has declined, the 
teamen being anxious to realise before the Chinese new year. One ship 
(the Salopian) is loading teas for England, chiefly on Chinese account. The 
export of tea from Shanghai this season is—of black 5,3! 5,708ibs, and of 
green $57,619ibs ; total 6,223,387ibs. Purchases of raw silk continue ata 
slight reduction on furmer rates. Total from Shanghai to 10:h December 
10,200 bales. The unsold stock is variously estimated at from 2,500 to 
3,000 beles, and that purchased, but not yet shipped, at from 1,200 to 
1,650.

Calcutta, Jan. 21, inform us of a revival of the indigo trade in Calcutta, in conse- 
quence of which somewhat more than 4,000 chests had been sold at previous prices, 
which, however, are considerably higher than those in the European markets. About 
8,200 chests had been shipped to Great Britain, 3,300 chests to France, and little or 
nothing to other ports. In our market a more than usual inactivity prevails in the 
indigo trade, and the business done is to so small an extent that it is impossible to 
form quotations or correct statements as to the real value of the article, which, how- 
ever, deviates very little from that of the January rates. It is expected that the 
April sales will be very large, and probably embrace ten or eleven thousand chests of 
all sorts. 

Sreps.—There has been more demand for carraway seed this week at steady prices. 
Clover seeds, both red and white, have been taken off freely at improved prices; the 
weather continuing so fine for sowing, the farmers are busy in field operations. Linseed 
is without alteration; but cakes are but little in demand, although offered on much 
lower terms, 

LEATHER AND Hipes.—There has been considerable activity in the leather trade 
during the past month, but without any advance in prices.

Cotfee—We have no change; the market re- 
mains quiet, and prices unaltered. Good St Domingo, which is scarce, would meet with 
buyers ; inferior qualities are neglected. The sales are 5,000 bags, of which 3,000 bags 
Rio, and the rest St Domingo. Sugar—We have advices from the West Indies to the 
27th of January ; the crops, though backward, are good; prices rather lower, and 
freights higher. At Bourbon sugar is very dear; here only about 200 hhds. have 
changed hands at former prices. Rice—Scarce, and held firmly. Indigo— According 
to the last accounts from Calcutta, but little had been bought for France. In our mar- 
ket there has been some demand, and 80 chests have been sold last week. Ashes— 
Quiet, but supported, and a small parcel fetched full prices. Hides—About 10,000 
South American have been sold. Tallow—Neglected. Of Whale Oi] there has been 
an arrival, and some sales have been made. No change in our Corn Markets, 

AMSTERDAM, March 2.—Coffee—There is hardly anything doing. ‘The expected sale 
declarations have now,taken place, viz., 369,810 bags belonging to speculators for the 24th 
of March, and 199,537 bags belonging to the Company for the 20th and 23rd of April. The 
Company’s stock on the Ist of March amounted to 698,013 bags, against 803,229 bags at 
the same period in 1845. Sugar—The Company’s sale of 40,094 baskets of Java has gone 
off very low, the inferior descriptions under valuations; about 3,600 baskets were 
bought in. Refined sugar is likewise less in demand. Indigo—Only a dozen of chests 
have been sold this week.

Rapeseed—On the spot firm; for 
delivery lower. Linseed—In gocd demand without change in prices. Wheat—Quiet ; 
some sales at a slight reduction. Rye—Dull, but prices supported. Barley—Un- 
altered. 

ANTWERP, Feb. 28.—Coffee—We have had no arrivals, and our assortment is much 
reduced ; a great part of our inconsiderable stock not being in the market. The sales 
are only 700 bags Brazil, 500 bags St Domingo, and 1,200 bags Batavia, for all of which 
the full former prices have been paid. Sugar—Imports have been trifling, and sales 
for export rather considerable. Our stock has thus undergone some reduction, but 
prices do not improve ; in refined very little doing. Cotton—We have had no arrivals, 
and the quantity in first hands is much reduced. Business has thus been limited, 
though consumers are disposed to buy rather freely. Rice—The demand has been 
rather better, and more regular ; 270 barrels and 700 bags have been sold.

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The meetings this week have been more numerous than im- 
portant 

At the Bristol and Exeter meeting, after the report was read, 
a long discussion took place as to the re-election of the retiring 
directors, and increasing the number from 13to19. The directors 
contended that such an enlargement could not take place, but 
offered to extend it to 16 by the election of 7, the four retiring di- 
rectors, and 3 new ones to be put in by the shareholders. The 
committee of shareholders assented to the seven, but wished to 
put in 5 instead of 3, whereby the re-election of 2 of the retiring 
directors would be negatived—or offered to elect 10, including the 
whole of the retiring directors, with the understanding that three 
ofthem should not take their seats till the opinion of the Attorney 
and Solicitor- General had been taken as to the legality of increas- 
ing their numbers; Messrs Butt and Austin, who had already 
been consulted, having given conflicting opinions. After a very 
long discussion, the proposition of the directors was assented 
to on a show of hands. A poll was then demanded, but was 
subsequently withdrawn, on the understanding that the opinion 
of the Attorney and Solicitor-General should be taken as to the 
legality of increasing the number to 19 ; and ifit were favourable, 
that a special meeting should be called to elect three additional di- 
rectors. The ordinary business was then gone through; the usual 
dividend of 4 per cent declared ; the directors authorised to bor- 
row such sums (empowered by act of Pariiament) as they may 
deem necessary ; and to take up 1500 half shsres in the Cornwall 
line, in addition to the 1500 whole shares already held. It was 
also resolved to appoint auditors at the next meeting. 

At the meeting of the Manchester and Leeds Company a report 
was presented, from which it appears that the receipts for the half 
year exceed those of the corresponding six months of last year by 
23,3111; the total receipts having been 337,410/, and the total 
disbursements 123,464/, out of which the directors recommend a 


| dividend of 4 per cent for the half year on the capital paid up, sub-

ject to income tax. The opening of the Ashton branch is to take 
place on the 2nd of April. The directors were authorised to pur- 
chase the Rochdale Canal at 4/ per share in perpetuity. 

At the meeting of the Dunstable Railway, it was stated that 
the London and Birmingham Company, who are to make it, are 
holding it in abeyance to await the result of the bills at present in 
Parliament ; but will in the meantime allow 4 per cent interest on 
the calls. 

The Leeds and Thirsk Company are, it will be seen from the 
report, actively proceeding with the works. Various extensions 
and arrangements are contemplated for the benefit of the line. 
The receipts have been 94,471/, and the disbursements 46,743/. 

At the meeting of the Exeter and Crediton line, it was stated 
that five-sixths of the line is under contract, and the draft of a 
lease to the Bristol and Exeter Company is now with them for 
approval, 

The Great Leinster and Munster Company, it will be seen, are 
about to unite with the Great Southern and Western, and assume 
the title of the Irish South-Eastern. We hope they will have 
more success with their new title than they have had with their 
old. 

At the meeting of the Leeds, Dewsbury, and Manchester Com- 
pany, the works were represented to be proceeding most satis- 
factorily, and the local traffic on the extension to Wakefield, from 
its connexion with the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Goole, and pro- 
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posed London and York lines, was stated to be likely to prove 
highly beneficial to the company. The receipts, to the 31st of 
December last, were 100,037/, and the expenditure 40,668/. The 
directors state that they are using every effort to open the line at 
the earliest possible period; to effect which, they are compelled 
to make calls to the full extent authorised by the act of parlia- 
ment, but, as they bear interest at the rate of four per cent, they 
hope that but little inconvenience will be occasioned thereby. 

The meeting of the Oxford, Worcester, and Wolverhampton 
Company, like that of the other companies who only obtained 
their acts last session, was little more than formal. The chairman 
remarked on the report of the Gauge Commissioners, expressing 
his opinion that its recommendations never could or would be 
carried out, and that the Oxford, Worcester, and Wolverhampton 
line would proceed to completion as though the report had never 
been made. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Hull and Selby Company, 
which is now leased to the York and North Midland, a dividend 
of 2/ 7s 6d per share was declared, and a resolution passed, ap- 
proving of the conduct of the directors in having acceded to the 
wish of the York and North Midland Company, permitting them to 
take power in the bill to allow the Manchester and Leeds Com- 
pany to join them in the lease. 

The Liverpool and Bury meeting was held on Saturday last. 
From the report it appears that the works are proceeding satis- 
factorily, and that a special meeting is shortly to be held to sanc- 
tion the bills connected with the line now before Parliament. 
The receipts up to the present time have been 216,179/., and the 
expenditure 25,1061. 

The Bedford and London and Birmingham held their meeting 
yesterday week, at which it was announced in the report that the 
works are proceeding and will be completed by the 31st of July. 
Application bas been made for an extension to Cambridge, which 
is to be leased to the Eastern Counties Company at 4 per cent. 
Other extensions are applied for to Parliament by other companies, 
from which great benefit is anticipated. 

On the Glasgow, Paisley, Kilmarnock, and Ayr line, we learu 
from the report presented to the meeting, that the receipts have in- 
creased, as compared with the corresponding period of last year, 
to the amount of 10,892/. A dividend of 6 per cent. was declared. 

At the meeting of the Southampton and Dorchester Company, 
after the reception of the report, which stated that the works 
have been actively progressing for the last six months, and alluded 
to the differences between this company and the South Western, Mr 
Chaplin, the chairman of the latter company, entered into a detail 
of those differences, and moved a list of directors in opposition to 
the election of those retiring. After considerable discussion, the 
whole of the candidates recommended by the South Western 
Company were elected, and Mr Castleman, the solicitor, resigned, 
stating his belief that the election was illegal. The receipts up 
to this time have been 253,166/, and the expenditure 214,089/. 
The alterations in the line and additional works it is estimated 
will cost 36,000/ beyond the original estimate. 

The Court of Common Council have decided on petitioning 
against the North Kent City Extension. 

In the Court of Exchequer a Mrs Wolstabe has gained a ver- 
dict for 78/ 15s against the well-known Mr Andrew Spottiswoode, 
the Queen's printer, being the amount of deposit on thirty shares 
in the Direct Birmingham, Oxford, Reading, and Brighton Rail- 
way, of which Mr Spottiswoode was a director, and in which 
4,000 shares only having been paid upon, the scrip was never 
issued. It was contended, on the part of the defendant, that Mr 
Spottiswoode was willing to pay his own proportion of the loss, 
and that a large proportion of the whole sum received as deposits 
had been swallowed up by preliminary expenses; but the Lord 
Chief Baron clearly laid it down, that he was clearly of opinion 
that the plaintiff was entitled to recover the whole amount of her 
deposit, without deduction, and that it would be most unjust, ifa 
scheme were abandoned, to call upon the holders of 4,000 shares 
to pay expenses, which it was held out in the prospectus they 
were only to share with the holders of 70,000. The decision is 
of some importance, and will doubtless have great influence in the 
winding up of the affairs of many of the abandoned schemes.

RAILWAY MEETINGS. 





Oxrorp, WorcesTER, AND WoLVERHAMPTON.— Yesterday week 
the half-yearly meeting of this company was held at Worcester. Mr 
Francis Rufford took the chair, and in opening the proceedings, can- 
vassed and commented on at considerable length the report of the 
gauge commissioners. He contended that if the recommendations of 
the commissioners were carried out, not only would those who had a 
proprietary interest in the broad gauge be put to unjustifiable ex- 
pense, but the safety and comfort of passengers would be seriously in- 
terfered with, inasmuch as the commissioners admitted that for pas- 
sengers thesbroad gauge was the speediest and safest. So far as the 
directors of the Oxford, Worcester, and Wolverhampton were con- 
cerned, they fully intended to proceed, notwithstanding the report, and 
as though, in fact, it had never been made. The directors, in con- 
junction with the Great Western, intended to sift and analyse the 
commissioners’ report, which they conceived to be founded in error, 
until every fallacy was made apparent. The report stated that delays 
were now at an end, and that the works would be commenced simul- 
taneously at Dudley, Worcester, and Mickleton. The receipts had 
amounted to 288,480/, and the balance in hand was 206,356/. Resolu- 
tions accepting the modified terms of the lease by the Great Western, 
of 4 instead of 34 per cent., were passed unanimously. The retiring 
directors were re-elected, and Mr Muntz appointed auditor in the 
room of Mr Lea, after which the meeting separated. 

Hutt anv Serspy.—On Saturday the half-yearly meeting was held 
at the Town hall, Hull. Richard ‘ottie, Esq., the chairman of the 
board of directors, presided. Mr George Locking read the report of 
the directors. The principal points were, that, in consequence of the 
leasing of the line, the directors did not consider it necessary to allude 
in detail to the traffic upon the railway ; that payment of the stipu- 
lated dividend had been received from the directors of the York and 
North Midland railway company; and that in consequence of a mu- 
tual agreement to leave to arbitration the question as to who was to 
be responsible for the loss sustained in consequence of the tire which 
occurred at Hull on the 12th of December, 1844, the matter was re- 
ferred to Mr Glyn, the chairman of the London and Birmingham 
tailway company, who had decided that the proprietors of the Hull 
and Selby railway were responsible. Mr Bowes seconded the reso- 


lution for the adoption of the report, which was carried unanimously. 
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th 7, 
The chairman moved that, agreeably to the recommendation of the 
directors, a dividend of 2/ 7s Gd, free of income tax, be declared upon 
each 50] share, capital stock. ‘Lhe resolution having been carried, 
the chairman said, the next and last resolution he had to propose 


was, 

“« That this meeting approve of the conduct of the directors, having acceded to the 

wish of the York and North Midiand railway company to have inserted in the leasing 
bill before parliament a power to enable the Manchester and Leeds railway company 
to join with the York and North Midland railway company, in taking a lease of the 
Hull and Selby.” 
Mr Joseph Robinson Pease, of Hesslewood, seconded the resolution, 
which was also carried. Messrs Pease and Craven, the two out-going 
directors, were re-elected ; as was Mr Bowes as auditor. At the con- 
clusion of the meeting, a handsome silver salver, and tea and coffee 
equipage, were presented to Mr Locking, the secretary, as a testi- 
monial of the appreciation by the directors and shareholders of his 
services. 

Leeps, Dewssury, AND Mancuester.—The half-yearly meeting 
of this company was held at Leeds on Saturday last, Mr John Gott 
in the chair. Mr Eagle Bott (the secretary) read the report, of 
which the following is an abstract :— 

“ The tunel and works comprised in the Morley contract, let in September last, 

are in active operation, and proceeding with the utmost possible expedition. On the 
25th inst. your directors received tenders for the execution of the works extending 
from Leeds to join the Morley contract, and bave all but closed the contract, and 
have given notice to let anothe> portion of the line, extending to Dewsbury, on the 
llth of March next, Your directors, impressed with the importance of opening the 
line to the public at the earliest possible period, are using every effort for that pur- 
pose ; and to meet the expenditure unavoidably attendant upon these exertions, they 
will for the present have to make the ca'ls to the full extent authorised by the act of 
incorporation ; but as the calls bear interest from the time of payment at the rate of 
4/ per cent per annum, the directors hope that no inconvenience will be felt by the 
shareholders on this account. Terms have beeu agreed upon between your directors 
and the directors of the Huddersfield and Manchester railway and canal company, 
for the mutual conduct of the traffic over both lines, by means of which the public 
advantage aimed at in the original application to parliament, of securing a more 
direct route and increased accommodation between Leeds and Manchester, and the 
large districts connected with these places, has been secured. In respect of the ex- 
tension to Wakefield, from its proposed connection in that neighbourhood with the 
lines of the Wakefield Pontefract, and Goole, andj the Midland companies, and also 
with the proposed London and York company, if the act for authorising that line 
should be obtained, a large additional traffic may be expected, as it will open a direct 
and most important communication between the north and the south and east—an en- 
tire'y new source of revenue to this company :'’— 
A report from Mr Grainger, the engineer, was also read, descriptive 
of the operations on the line, which he stated were in the most satis- 
factory state, and almost all the materials were contracted for. ‘Ihe 
statement of receipts and expenditure, from March, 1844, to the 31st 
of December, 1845, showed that there had been received in calls, 
deposits, in extension and branch shares and interest, 100,037/ 8s 6d, 
and expended in various ways 40,668/ 3s. After some discussion, the 
report was adopted, and the meeting separated. 

Sournampton anpd Dorcnester.—The half-yearly meeting was 
held on Saturday last, at the South Western terminus, Southampton, 
Lord De Mauley in the chair. Captain Griffith (the secretary) read 
the report of the directors. Amongst other things it stated :— 

“* That the works upon the line have been, during the past six months, most vigor- 
ously proceeded with. The directors have executed, under the seal of the company, 
an agreement for a lease of the line to the South Western railway company, and that 
the latter company have a bill before parliament to authorise the granting and accept- 
ance of such lease. Thedirectors have been engaged in an adverse correspondence 
with the directors of the South Western Company, but to which it is unnecessary to 
allude here, the shareholders having been furnished with copies of the correspondence, 
and being thereby made aware of the opinions entertained by that portion of their 
board which is not connected with the South Western company. At the date of the 
last report the directors were under the impression that the alterations in their line, 
and the additional works forced upon them in parliament, would not have obliged them 
to have exceeded the estimated amount of the capital; but upon an accurate valuation 
of the lands and works, they found that there will be an excess of expenditure on this 
head to the extent of about 30,000 beyond that which they conjointly calculated, The 
directors have also, under the guaraotee of an additional grant from the South 
Western company, provided all bridges over the line for a double line of rails, and also 
for a double line of railway from Redbridge to the junction with the South Western 
railway. The directors have further to report, that they have contracted with 
Messrs Grissell and Peto for the whole of the works extra, to that the shareholders 
are assured that they will be executed for the amount before stated.” 


Mr Brouncker moved the adoption of the report, which was agreed 
to. A resolution was next read, passed by the South Western board, 
appointing as directors (that company having the power to nominate 
one-third of the directors) Messrs W. J. Chaplin, T. Smith, J. B. 
Boothby, and M. Uzielli. The nomination was accepted. Captain 
Garland then proposed, and Mr Lambert seconded, the re-election as 
as directors, of Lord De Mauley, Mr Mills, Captain Garland, Rev. W. 
Jones, Messrs Lambert, Bryant, Brouncker, and the appointment of 
Mr Bond in the room of one who had retired. Mr Chaplin (chair- 
man of the South Western board), entered into a long statement of 
the differences existing between the two companies, contending that 
the Dorchester company had treated the South Western anything 
but fairly, and had evinced too great a leaning to the Great Western 
company. An infusion of new blood was necessary in the directory, 
and under all the circumstances he had explained, painful as the 
task was, he would move as an amendment the following list :—Lord 
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De Mauley, Messrs Mills, Lambert, and Brouncker ; and in place of | 


the other tour, Sir John Guest, Colonel Henderson, Captain Breton, 
and Mr Martin Maddison. The amendment was seconded by Mr 
Wibb. The Rev. W. Jones, previous to the votes being taken, pro- 
tested against the reception of a vote or votes in respect of any shares 
which now stand in the names of any parties subject to the direction 
or control of the London and South Western railway company. ‘The 
names were then Severally proposed, when those comprised in the list 
of Mr Chaplin were all elected, on which Mr Castleman demanded 
a poll, which was immediately taken. The poll having closed, the 
following was the result:—Lord De Mauley 1,462, Mr Mills 1,462, 
Mr Brouncker 1,462, Mr Lambert 1,462, Colonel Henderson 1,266, 
Mr Maddison 1,266, Captain Breton 1,266, Sir John Guest 1,266, 
Mr Garland 196, Mr Jones 196, Mr Bryant 196, Mr Bond 196. ‘The 
chairman therefore declared the eight gentlemen having the largest 
number of votes duly elected. Mr Castleman then resigned his situ- 
ation as solicitor to the company. He believed the election to be 
illegal, and therefore could not advise with a board so elected. Mr 
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Wire said it would be unpardonable on the part of those who differed 
from the late board, if they allowed the meeting to separate without 
acknowledging the pure and disinterested motives of those from whom 
they were obliged to differ. He therefore moved a resolution of 
thanks to the late board of directors for their attention to the in- 
terests of the company, and of fall belief in their integrity of motive. 
The motion was assented to unanimously. The thanks of the meet- 
ing were then awarded to his lordship for his conduct in the chair, 
and the meeting separated, having lasted five hours. 

DunstaBLe.— On Tuesday the second half-yearly meeting was 
held at the Euston station, Mr George Stephenson in the chair. Mr 
Thomas Long, the secretary, read the report, which stated that 

“Tt had been agreed that the line should be constracted by the London and Bir- 
mingham company, who were to be paid by this company for its cost, on condition that 
it did not exceed the amount of this company’s capital, and if there should be any 
excess that it should be paid by the London and Birmingham company out of their own 
funds. That company had, however, determined to defer the commencement of the 
works, with the exception of the small portion from the Leighton station to the Grand 
Junction canal, until the fate of the two bills now before parliament, namely, the Cam- 
bridge and Oxford, and the Watford, Luton, and St Alban’s railway, which had passed 
the standing orders, was known. ‘These lines were calculated to influence the prosperity 
of the Dunstable, and in the event of their being sanctioned by parliament, it was 
obvious that the arrangement referred to would be materially affected. However, the 
directors, considering that the bills were before parliament, did not feel called upon to 
do anything more than briefly allude to the subject; but, in consequence of the delay, 
it is the intention of the directors to pay interest at the rate of four per cent on the 
calls.” 

The accounts showed a balance in hand of 7,800/. The report was 
adopted, and the retiring directors and auditor unanimously re- 
elected, after which the meeting separated. 

Bristo. and Exerer.—The 19¢h half-yearly meeting of share- 
holders in this company was held on Wednesday, at the White Lion 
hotel, Broad street. James Gibb, Esq. presided, and the attendance 
was very numerous. ‘The usual preliminaries having been complied 
with, the secretary, Mr Badham, read the report of the directors, 
which states :— 

“ The amount of rent and share of to)l stated by the Great Western company to be 

due to this company for the half year ending on the 13th day of December last, is as 
follows, viz.:—Fixed rent of the line from Bristol to Exeter, from the 14th June to the 
13th December 1845, at 71,957/ a year, 35,978/ 10s; share of toll on 305,599 passengers, 
conveyed 9,633,927 miles, at 4d per mile, 10,035/ 6s 10d; on merchandise 59,174 tons 
7 cwt, 2qrs, 16 lbs, equal to one ton conveyed 2,423,766 miles, at $d per ton per mile, 2,524/ 
15s 2d. The gross earnings on our line during the year 1845 were very nearly 190,000/. 
After deducting the balance of income tax, it will be seen that the last half year’s reve- 
nue does not justify any present increase of dividend; and your directors therefore re- 
commend to you todeclare the usual dividend of l/8sper share on thel5,000 whole shares, 
free of income tax, for the half year ending on the 6th of April next. The opening 
of the Sonth Devon railway is still delayed ; but the directors of this company coufi- 
dently expect that a portion of the line will be available for pnblic traffic in the early 
partefthe summer. The instalments paid on your 4000 shares in that undertaking, 
including a call of 107 per share on the 25th of January last, amount to 140,000/. The 
Exeter and Crediton railway, under lease to this company, will be opened within the 
present year ; and there is every reason to believe that it will be beneficial to this com- 
pany. The balance in the banker’s hands, on the 31st of December, 1845, was 1,277/ 
13s 5d. 
Previous to the report being put for adoption, a long discussion en- 
sued relative to the appointment of the directors, the present direc- 
tors wishing to reappoint the four who retired and add three new 
ones, Messrs Rawson, Fussell, and Stone, while the committee of 
shareholders who got up the opposition to the recent agreement for a 
lease of the line in perpetuity to the Great Western company, 
wished to put in five new ones, allowing Messrs Morgan and Wills to 
retire, with the understanding, however, that they should be re- 
elected at the first vacancy, or they were willing to increase the num- 
ber to be elected to ten, subject to the opinion of the Attorney and 
Solicitor-General on the power of the company to increase the num- 
ber of directors beyond sixteen. On a show of hands the directors’ 
list was declared carried, and a poll demanded. It, however, was 
ultimately arranged that no poll should take place, it being under- 
stood that the optaion of the Attorney and Solicitor-General is to be 
taken, and if they be of opinion that the number of directors can be 
extended, a special meeting is to be called to elect three additional 
ones. ‘The report was then adopted unanimously. A dividend of 
l/ 83 per share, free of income tax, was declared. The resolution, 
confirming the agreement entered into by the directors for giving 
increased capital towards the Cornwall railway, met with some oppo- 
sition, but was eventually carried. The meeting broke up between 
six and seven. 

Sourn Devon.—This meeting was intended to have taken place 
on Saturday last, at the Royal hotel, Plymouth; but in consequence 
of the absence of the chairman on important parliamentary duties, 
and some of the principal directors, it only met pro forma, and ad- 
journed to Tuesday, when T. Gill, Esq., M.P., took the chair. The 
chairman said he had to state— 

“ That since the last meeting additional calls had been made, bringing the paid-up 
capital to 35/ per share, the total) amount of capital being 700,000/. They had adver- 
tised some time back for Joins at an interest of 4/ per cent ; but in consequence of the 
madness of speculation in the railway markets money was extremely difficu't to obtain. 
A further call was made upon the shareholders, and he was happy to say that, notwith- 
standing the largeness of the call, it was responded to in a manner which showed the 
confidence that was placed in the undertaking. It would be, perhaps, satisfactory for 
them to learn that of the 700,000/ capital, deposits to the amount of 90,009/ had been 
paid to the Accoun'‘ant-General on aecount of schemes which they had resolved to 
support (applause). With regard to the lines which they had authorised the company 
to assist, he had little further to say than that the Ashburton, Newton, and South 
Devon junction, and the Exeter and Topsham, had passed the standing orders com 
Mittee, and had been read a second time. In reference to the calumnious reports 
which had been circulated of the failure of the atmospheric principle on this line, the 
directors expressed their most unqualified contidence that the undertaking would suc- 
ceed in every way they could desire. He had now the pleasure to inform them that 16 
miles of railway were completed, that 16 mi'es of pipes were prepared for laying, and 
that four miles of pipes had actually been laid upon the road. They intended to lay 
the atmospheric pipes at the rate of one mile weekly.” 

The secretary then read the report, from which the following is 
extracted :—

A variety of questions were then asked the chairman, and satis- 
factorily answered ; they were principally in reference to the system 
of traction. The report having been adopted, the retiring directors 
were re-elected, as were the auditors, when the meeting separated. 
Mancuester and Leeps.—On Wednesday morning, the usual 
half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of this company was held in 
the large room of the Palatine hotel, for the transaction of the 
general business of the company ; also a special general meeting for 
the purpose of authorising the directors to purchase the Rochdale 
canal. Mr Houldsworth presided. Mr Campbell, the secretary, 


read the report, which stated—

‘Your directors recommend that a dividend of four per cent. for the half-year upon 

the paid-up capital be sanctioned, viz., 3/ 0s 10d on the 100/ shares, 1/ 7s 2d on the 50 
shares, and the usual 2s per share on the quarter shares, all subject to the income tax 
These dividends will amount to 59,150/, and leave a surplus of 28,796/ 0s 5d to be carried 
forward.

The diree- 
tors were then authorised to purchase the Rochdale canal, for which 
the company are to pay 4/ per share per annum in perpetuity. 
Thanks having been voted to the chairman, the meeting separated 
about half-past two o'clock, Ifaving first expressed a determination to 
present, by private subscription, a testimonial to Mr Robert Gill for 
his services as director of the line in times of difficulty. 

Leeps anp ‘Tuirsk.—A meeting of the shareholders in this com- 
pany was held at the Court house, Leeds, on Saturday last, H. C. 
Marshall, Esq., in the chair, when a report was read from which it 
appeared that— 

** The drawings of the pannel contract, extending from Castley to Starbeck, are 
completed. The contract has to-day been advertised, and will be let shortly; the 
drawings of the remaining portions of the line are being rapidly proceeded with. The 
pure! ase of the Ripon canal has not been completed, but the directors purpose to make 
arrangements for that purpose as soon as circumstances permit. The directors have 
been engaged in the promotion of certain branches and extensions which they con- 
sidered calculated to promote the interests of the company, by leading to the fuller 
development of the industrial resources of the district through which this line passes, 
and enabling it to assume a more firm and independent position as a trunk line of 
railway. The proposed extension from near Ripon to North Allerton, Yarm, and 
Stockton, and from thence by the Stockton and Hartlepool railway, to Hartlepool, has 
met with the cordial support of the inhabitants of those districts. The plans and 
sections of the Nidderdale branch were also duly deposited, but your directors con- 
sidering the adverse circumstances in connexion with the money market, and the pros- 
pect that lines of subordinate importance would not be sanctioned, have considered it 
advisable to postpone that plan until next year. With a view of affording a better 
communication for the Bradford traffic, notice was given for an improvement of the 
St Helen’s branch, near Kirkstall, and the necessary parliamentary proceedings are in 
progress for carrying that into effect. An important arrapgement, subject to your con- 
firmation, has been entered into with the Lancashire and Yorkshire North Eastern 
railway company for the construction of the Wharfdale branch, from Bramhepe to 
Skipton, that company having agreed to abandon the portion of their line between 
Bramhope and York. The terms of this agreement are thought advantageous to this 
company, which will fally participate in the advantages of a direct communication 
between the north easterv districts of England and the manufacturing districts of 
North Lancashire. The receipts have been 94,471/ 0s 5d, and disbursements 46,7431 
16s 3d, leaving a balance in band of 47,727! 4s 24,” 

The report was unanimously adopted by the meeting, and the direc- 
tors and auditors being re-elected, the meeting separated. 

Grascow, Paistey, Kitmarnockx, aNp Ayr.—On Saturday the 
eighteenth half-yearly meeting of the above company was held in 
their board-room, at the station-house in New Bridge street, Trades- 
town. Mr James M‘Call, of Daldowie, occupied the chair. The

of your carrying trade which is rapidly increasing. Important discoveries of extensive 
fields of minerals have been recently made in various districts of Ayrshire; and this 
county, with its numerous ironworks, manufactories, &c., will soon contest the supe- 
riority with the most favoured portions of the kingdom.

Your directors have caused application to be 
made to parliament, in the present session, for a bill to extend the line from the Bed- 
ford terminus to Cambridge, by means of a separate and independent capital, and with 
the concurrence of the London and Birmingham railway company, have concluded 
satisfactory arrangements with the Eastern Counties railway company for leasing to 
the latter the extension line, when made, at a rent equal to 4 per cent per annum upon 
the capital, and half protits. The London and Bi:mingham rai!way company have 
applied to parliament for a bill to construct a line from the Bletchley terminus to Ox- 
ford, and applications to parliament are also in progress, by the South Midland com 

pany for a line from Leicester, and by an independent company for a line from North- 
ampton, each terminating by «a junction with your line, at the intended station at Bed- 
ford.” 

Mr White moved the adoption of the report, and congratulated the 
company upon the small expense incurred by the directors, which 
was carried.

FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 
BAVARIAN RAILWAYS. 


(From our own Correspondent, Mons. Brouwer de Hogendorp, Member of the 
Provincial Council of Antwerp.\ 


In my last letter I treated on the subject of those Bavarian railways 
which are constructed at the government expense, I now come to 
those undertaken by private speculation. In the chief part of the 
kingdom, since the purchase by the state of the railway from Munich 
to Augsburg, there is only one line which belongs to a company, that 
from Nuremberg to Furth. This line is not above 20,700 feet 
(Bavarian) long, and has been open for public traffic since the 8th 
December, 1835. As aspeculation the formation of this line has been 
eminently successful ; established between two important towns, as 
to their commerce, and between which there is a daily intercourse, it 
conveys a considerable number of passengers, besides having the ad- 
vantage of the government trains running ona part of it. According 
to the report made in January last to the general meeting of the pro- 
prietors, 471,377 passengers were carried between the two towns in 
1845, and 36,160 who were conveyed by the government trains over a 
portion of the line. The proprietors received in 1837 as much as 174 
per cent dividend, after a deduction of 10 per cent for the reserve 
fund. The dividend for 1845 is 14 per cent, and the nominal price of 
the shares of 100 florins is quoted at 334. 
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Other concessions have been petitioned for in this part of the king- 
dom, but the government has refused to grant them. An English 
company had petitioned for the power to make a railway from Augs.- 
burg to Ulm ; the petition was rejected. It was agitated also when 
the road from Munich to Starenberg was in the course of construction 
by acompany, and still more recently the magistrates of Nuremberg, 
Furth, and Marktbreit have petitioned thata line direct from Nurem.- 
berg by Furth should be formed towards Wurzburg, and another 
from Nuremberg towards Ratisbon, and that if the government de- 
clined to undertake it, their establishment should be offered to private 
companies, guaranteeing a minimum rate of interest. 

In the circle of the Rhine, on the contrary, all the railways are in 
the hands of companies. There are three lines. The first is the 
Ludwigshafen, Bexbacher railway; the second, the Ludwigshafen, 
Hessische Graenze ; the third, the Speyer, Lauterburger. ‘lhe de- 
sign for the construction of the first and of the third lines dates far 
back. In 1837 their establishment had received the royal assent, but 
the various difficulties which they encountered, prevented their ex- 
ecution. 

The Ludwigshafen-Bexbacher starts from the bank of the Rhine, 
at Ludwigshafen, and touches Bexbach upon the Prussian frontier, 
whence, according to a recent arrangement, it will be continued as 
far as Saarbruck. This line must necessarily be very productive. It 
touches, by a branch, Speyer; unites Neustadt, Kaiserslauten and 
Ifomburg, traverses a rich and populous country, and will become, 
by its junction with the Metz line, the principal vent from Germany 
into France. Up to the present time no part of this line is open to 
the public; but the works are in progress, under the direction of the 
engineer Denis, who was the projector of the Nurnberg and Furth 
line, as well as the Taunus railway, with so much activity, that it is 
expected some sections may be opened for traffic within the next six 
months. 

The second concession is that of the line from Ludwigshafen to 
Worms, whence it will be continued by a company at Mayence to 
that town. This line starts from the station of the Ludwigshafen- 
Bexbacher, passes near Oggersheim and Frankenthal, and touches 
the frontier of Hesse close to Worms. ‘The whole length is nineteen 
kilometres, and the total expence of the construction is estimated by 
the engineer Denis at 1,200,000 florins. The concession bears date 
29th September, 1845. <A difficulty which had arisen in respect to 
this line, threatened to oppose a serious obstacle, not only to its con- 
tiauance to Mayence, but also to the establishment of the line from 
Speyer towards Lauterburg, as well as to that from Metz towards 
Saarbruck. The Bavarian government, with the intention of making 
Ludwigshafen an entrepot, had stipulated that the width of the rails 
of the Worms road should be of different dimensions than those 
adopted on the Bexbacher line. This would have occasioned a tran- 
shipment very prejudicial to commercial interests, and might pro- 
bably have caused a hesitation as to the execution of other links of 
the grand chain from Mayence to Strasburg. Fortunately, however, 
the government has reconsidered its first decision, and has decided 
that the width of the rails shall be the same throughout the line. 

The third railway in' Rhenish Bavaria, granted to a company, is 
that from Speyer to Lauterburg; this line should be joined to an- 
other which will start from Strasbarg. By its northern extremity 
it will unite with the “ Palatinate Ludwigsbahn” (Ludwigshaven 
and Bexbach), so that an uninterrnpted line will be carried on the 
left bank of the Rhine from Bale to Mayence, and will, no doubt, be 
continued, to join the line from Bonn to Cologne. ‘The works of 
this railway have not yet been commenced, though the company for 
its construction has been a long time formed ; but the Bavarian pro- 
prietors have been desirous to wait till the Strasburg and Lauterburg 
line should have received the government assent. 

These are the lines within the circle of the Rhine of which the 
formation is certain. Other projects have been formed, but without 
any immediate chance of being carried into execution. 

In the principal part of the kingdom there are other lines in 
agitation besides those of which we have before spoken, but the 
whole of them are at present confined to the examination of their 
utility, as well as the possibility of their execution, such as the pro- 
ject of one from Munich to Innspruck.

As everywhere there has been in Germany great fluctuations in 
the prices of shares, for the most part the markets have been on the 
advance during the three first months of the year. The reaction has 
begun in the month of April; yet the decline has been slow and irre- 
gular till the month of September, when the fall has been more 
rapid, and has affected prices generally, and in December they have 
experienced the lowest quotation. 

In comparing the nominal value of the shares with that which they 
bore even at their lowest quotation, we find that the original capital 
had increased 38,797,171 florins, the shares having together, at the 
lowest ratio (114), attained a value of 315,919,826 florins, The average 
price for the year being 122, will increase this amount to 338,089,638 
florins. 
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FRENCH RAILWAY INTELLIGENCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Parie, March 4, 1846. 

A report has been circulated for several days, and has some good ground, 
that M. Dumon is about to change the department of public works, for the 
department of justice. Count Daru, the first promoter of the prohibition 
of bargains in railway scrip, is spoken of as the probable successor of M. 
Dumon. 

M. Frissard’s report on the works of the Rouen and Havre railway, is 
always the all-engrossing topic. It has been resolved that it should not be 
published, but that a sort of analysis should be given by the interested 
company. Indeed, the Journal des Chemins de Fer, in its last number, had an 
article on that report, and it endeavoured to make it appear as favourable as 
possible to the Havre Company. However, its explanations had no good 
effect on the pullic. It tells that some members of the Conseil des Ponts et 
Chaussees required that the viaduct of Malaunay should be rebuilt ; but the 
company having raised strong objections against this decision, which might 
put off considerably the opening of the railway, a committee has been 
named to go on the spot ~ survey the woiks of consolidation which have 
been undertaken by the contractors. That very statement has inspired the 
shareholders with new fears. 

The prices of the Havre shares have not felt a decided fall in the rail- 
way market, because there were many sellers for the account who were 
obliged to repurchase at any price before the settling day. But as soon as 
those purchases were over, the prices began to waver, and there were 
many sellers at yesterday’s ’change. 

MM. Mackenzie and Brassey and the directors do ‘their best to struggle 
with the present difficulties, and to repair the damage of Barentin. The 
works of rebuilding are going on with activity. 600 workmen have been 
engaged in cicaring the ruins, and 100,000fr (4,000/) have been laid out for 
that work. 

Yesterday’s Moniteur contained at last the ordinance which authorises 
the Paris and Lyons railway company, and confirms its statutes, That 
company had complied with all the demands of the Conseil d’Etat.

The returns of the market, made up to Satuday last, show a con- 
tinuance of the accounts in the same direction as exhibited last 
week; a further decrease of circulation, and a further increase of 
deposits, securities, bullion, and reserve. The bullion is increas- 
ing somewhat rapidly, and we have reason to believe is caused 
by a return from internal circulation of a portion of the additional 
quantity of coin, issued in the latter months of 1845. The increase 
of the bullion, which causes a corresponding increase of notes to be 
issued from the one department to the other, accounts in great 
measure for the increase in the reserve. 

There is one rather remarkable feature in the present week’s 
accounts—the small increase which is shown in the public deposits, 
being only 93,632/, against 684,435/ the preceding week, and 664,628/ 
on the 13th ult. We have reason to believe that this large reduction 
is in some measure attributable to the extraordinary stagnation of 
trade. The corn duties, it willbe observed, for many weeks past 
have dwindled to a most insignificant sum, and there can be no doubt 
that nearly an entire cessation of paymentof duties has occurred on 
the articies affected by the tariff, and from the dull state of trade a 
great reduction in all the others. 

It has been evident for some time past that the profits of the Bank 
of England must rise in the present year to an extraordinary sum, 
from the fact of their holding so large a sum of railway deposits. 
The increase of the rest in the present week supports that view 
in a remarkable degree. It was, by the accounts of

Accounts from the country represent the stagnation of trade as 
greater than for a long time past, with very little relief to the diffi- 
culty experienced in obtaining money. In the London market there 
is now no difficulty in obtaining money, on unexceptionable securi- 
ties. The improvement which will immediately be felt, by the re- 
lease from bond of the articles affected by the new tariff at the lower 
duties, will tend to give great activity to trade, and a general im- 
provement and revival of confidence may be expected. ‘The railway 
question is, however, a serious rock ahead, which threatens continued 
distraction to the monetarial affairs of the country for a long time to 
come It is extremely difficult to devise any means which could 
prudently be used to attempt to avert the danger, now seen and ad- 
mitted by all.

’ LAW AMENDMENT. 

Ata Public Meeting held at the London Tavern, on the 
16th February, 

JOHN MASTERMAN, Esq., M.P., in the chair, 

It was moved by THoMAs BaR1no, Esq., M.P., seconded 
by Sir GEorGE Larrent, Bart. and resolved unaninously, 

That this meeting approves of the Report now read ; 
that the same be printed and circulated ; and that the 
Committee be empowered to take such measures as may 
be expedient to give practical effect to its recommenda- 
tions, and also to raise subscriptions to defray the ex- 
penses incidental thereto. 

In conformity with the Report above referred to, the 
Committee have prepared a Bill, which they propose to 
xepoduce into Parligment.as sgon as funds thall be sub- 

Its principal provisions are,— 

Improvements in the mode of summoning Traders be- 
fore the Court of Bankruptcy. 

Protection of the Debtor’s property during the period 
which elapses between the day of appearance upon the 
summons and completion of the act of bankruptcy. 

It empowers the Court to withdraw or suspend its pro- 
tection from Debtors who cannot satisfy the Court that 
insolvency has arisen otherwise than from fraud, &c., 
putting the proof of honesty on the Debtor, not throwing 
the proof of fraud on the Creditor. 

It proposes to give to Assignees and Creditors, upon the 
admission of their claims by the Court, the right of Judg- 
ment Creditors. 

It introduces improvements in the Law relating to the 
distribution of the effects of deceased and insane Traders. 

It renders Bills of Sale, &c. inoperative against Credi- 
tors, unless filed within twenty-one days after execution ; 
and contains many other minor provisions for the practi- 
cal improvement of the law relating to Debtor and Cre- 
ditor.
